A RECORD number of 
women over 50 are in work, 


figures revealed yesterday. 

There are 4.9million 50-plus 
women holding down a job, a rise 
of 38 per cent since 2009 — and dou- 
ble the figure in 1994. Experts said 
a rise in the state pension age, 
erowing financial pressures and 
changing lifestyles were all factors. 

Meanwhile, the number of women 
staying at home has fallen to a record 
low. Fewer than 1.8million look after a 
family or household full-time, compared 
to 2.1 million a decade ago — and almost 
3 million when records began in 1993. 

Overall, the Office for National Sta- 
tistics figures showed the number of 
women in work has risen to a record 
15.4million. A key factor behind the 
surge in the number of older working 
women has been the rise in the state 
pension age, which has been increas- 
ing from 60 to 65 - making it harder 
for many to give up employment. 

Just 620,000 women aged under 64 
have retired, down 44 per cent since 
2009. Lucrative final-salary pensions 
are less common, meaning many older 
people have to hold down at least a 
part-time role to supplement their 
income in retirement. 

The aging population also makes it 
harder to retire early because rising 
life expectancy forces early retirees to 
make their nest eggs stretch for more 
years than in the past. Many women 
are also thought to be choosing to

War could see ‘800,000 
Libyans flee to Europe’ 


LIBYA’S renewed conflict could 
force hundreds of thousands of 
refugees and terrorists to flee the 
country to Europe, its prime min- 
ister has warned. 

Fayez al-Sarraj said the war will 
‘spread its cancer’ throughout the 
Mediterranean as he also claimed the 
bloodshed could push Islamic State 
terrorists to countries such as Italy. 

He said there are ‘800,000 migrants 
potentially ready to leave’. He added: 
‘There would be Libyans fleeing this 
war, and in the south of Libya the terror- 
ists of Islamic State that the Tripoli gov- 
ernment had expelled from the town 
of Sirte three years ago.’ 

His deputy, Ahmed Maiteeq, echoed the 
warning in Rome yesterday. He claimed 
400 IS fighters held in Tripoli and Misrata 
could take advantage of the chaos and

He added: ‘Paid work has 
been on the rise among moth- 
ers for decades, and is now the 
norm.

time has been greatest.’ But 
Claire Paye, of campaign 
group Mothers at Home Mat- 
ter, said the change reflected 
‘mothers’ lack of choice’, sug- 
gesting financial pressures 
were forcing them back into 
the workplace.

Hargreaves Lansdown, said: 
‘The good news on jobs Keeps 
coming, with employment at 
its joint-highest since records 
began. The unemployment rate 
is around half of what it was 
when the economy was strug- 
gling to stay above water in the 
wake of the financial crisis.’

Medical student's 
sexism ordeal...at 
hands of do ctors

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SHE was hoping for the encouragement 
she needed in her quest to be a Surgeon. 
Instead, medical student Hannah Yard 
Says She met a barrage of Sexism. 

She claims she was advised to dye her blonde 
hair brown if she wanted to be taken seriously 
in the profession. 

And a group of male doctors laughed as one Said 
she ‘must be here to make the sandwiches’ during 
a placement at one hospital. 

Others referred to her as ‘nurse’ even after she 
had introduced herself as a student doctor. She 
gave up on her dream of being a surgeon after she 
was told by a registrar it was ‘nice to finally have 
something to look at across the operating table’. 

Miss Yard, 24, from Southampton, completed a 
degree in pharmacology and then chose to con- 
tinue her studies at Cardiff University. She is now 
in the fourth year of a postgraduate medicine 
course there and has been on placement in hospi- 
tals across South Wales. 

She has compiled a list on social media of the 
‘everyday’ sexism She has encountered in her 
training. She says she has been mistaken for a 
nurse, nicknamed ‘Blondie’ and repeatedly called 
‘ood girl’ when she answered questions correctly. 
Miss Yard said: ‘Surprisingly never heard “good 
boy” being used for any of my male colleagues.’ 

Of the sandwich jibe, she said: ‘That made me 
want to cry. I was only 21 and being laughed at by 
a big group of men.’ A female colleague seeking a

career in anaesthetics was told she could not jug- 
gle that with having children, she added.

‘When I asked what he meant, he said that to be 
taken seriously in medicine I probably needed to dye 
my hair brunette,’ Miss Yard said. ‘I was shocked, I 


couldn’t believe Someone would say 
that to me. Sexism in medicine is 
still very much an issue, and some- 
thing that shouldn’t just be 
accepted as a joke.

Bloodied but 
unbowed, the 
Lady of Paris 
Saved by divine 
intervention

IN PARIS 


BENEATH the light rain that greeted a 
sleepless Parisian dawn yesterday, there was 
one over-riding emotion: That some sort of 
miracle had occurred in the early hours as it 
transpired one of the world’s greatest 
medieval buildings had survived wholesale 
destruction. 

The near-cataclysmic fire which had raged 
through the Cathedral of Notre Dame for eight 
hours during the night had finally been brought 
under control and smothered by first light. 

Notre Dame has, without doubt, been horribly dam- 
aged. France, along with much of the world, has been 
deeply shocked at the near-demise of ‘Our Lady of 
Paris’. Yesterday evening, fresh images of the wreck- 
age were released Showing the nave piled high with 
charred and twisted timbers. 

Yet it could have been so very much worse. The 850- 
year-old towers which stand guard over the entrance 
and the immortal bells hanging within are in one piece. 
So, too, is some of the stained glass. ‘Our Lady’ lives 
on, bloodied but unbowed. 

At the same time, the fire had produced another 
miracle of sorts. This avowedly secular country sud- 
denly seemed to have rediscovered its sense of the 
Spiritual yesterday, if only for a few hours.‘I have never 
known so many people talking openly about God, 
about religion and Saying prayers in public,’ said 
caterer Marie-Astrid d’Arras. ‘So many people have 
become Catholic once again.’ 

Underpinning all this talk of divine intervention was 
a single image which first appeared 
in the Daily Mail yesterday. 











I was one of the first people inside 
the smouldering cathedral as the 
worst of the fire subsided. I accom- 
panied the French prime minister, 
Edouard Philippe, and a handful of 
aides on a preliminary inspection 
of the charred shell. 

We found flames Still flickering in 
some of the upper reaches and a 
lake at our feet. Then, through the 
foul-smelling miasma of smoke 
and hose water which filled this 
roofless void, we suddenly spotted 
an image that has come to define 
this near-disaster: The golden 
cross above the altar. How on earth 
had it managed to avoid the fate of 
everything else in the seat of the 
blaze, let alone remain upright? 

Even avowed atheists took to 
social media yesterday to profess 
how moved they had been by this 
poignant symbol of defiance. Sev- 
eral Anglophile Parisians told me 


it reminded them of that famous 
wartime image of St Paul’s Cathe- 
dral standing tall during the Blitz. 

For the authorities, there were 
more earthly considerations, nota- 
bly finding out how the hell this 
had all happened in the first place. 
France might be praying a little 
louder than usual. But it is also 
pretty angry, too. 

President Emmanuel Macron 
knows he needs to show a firm grip 
on every aspect of this episode and 
his interior minister Christophe 
Castaner vowed to identify the 
culprits yesterday. Attention was 
firmly focused on the contractors 
responsible for repair work on the 
roof in the area where the fire 
broke out. The fact that it started 
just moments after the end of the 
working day could provide a link. 

Mr Macron cleared yesterday’s 
Cabinet meetings of all other busi- 


ness to focus exclusively on Notre 
Dame. Such is the mystical hold 
this 12th Century Gothic master- 
piece has on the national psyche. 

A key issue will be the cost. Under 
French law, the ownership of the 
cathedral rests with the State but 
the French taxpayer received a 
handsome head start yesterday 
when two of the country’s richest 
families pledged 300million euros 
before breakfast. By last night, the 
fighting fund had hit an astonish- 
ing 600million euros. 

AS stories began to emerge of the 
gallantry of the firefighters — and of 
a particularly heroic priest seen 
running into the inferno to retrieve 
some of Notre Dame’s treasures -— 
messages arrived from world lead- 
ers, including one from the Queen. 
‘Prince Philip and I have been 
deeply saddened to see the images 
of the fire which has engulfed 


Notre Dame Cathedral,’ she told 
President Macron. ‘My thoughts 
and prayers are with those who 
worship at the cathedral and all of 
France at this difficult time.’ 

Tomorrow, she will attend her 
beloved Royal Maundy service at 
St George’s Windsor, the tradi- 
tional prelude to Easter Sunday. 

There will be no Easter at Notre 
Dame, for the first time in nearly 
nine centuries. There was also a 
message yesterday from the Prince 
of Wales. ‘I realise only too well 
what a truly special significance 
the cathedral holds at the heart of 
your nation,’ he told Mr Macron. 
‘But also for us outside France it 
represents one of the greatest 
architectural achievements of 
Western civilisation. It is a treas- 
ure for all mankind.’ 

By way of consolation, he alluded 
to the Royal Family’s own experi- 


ence of the 1992 fire which ravaged 
much of Windsor Castle. ‘Our 
hearts go out to you and the peo- 
ple of France more than you can 
ever know, especially in view of our 
experience with the devastating 
fire at Windsor Castle 27 years 
ago,’ the Prince went on. 

It was the Prince, together with 
the Duke of Edinburgh, who led 
the five-year, £40million rebuilding 
programme. It more than restored 
Windsor to its former glory. 

Mr Macron would be well advised 
to pick up the phone to the Queen 
or her eldest son for a few useful 
tips on how best to resurrect a 
medieval treasure. 

Other world leaders expressing 
their solidarity yesterday included 
Pope Francis, who announced he 
was placing the Vatican’s heritage

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FIRST ALARM? 











THE devastating blaze at Notre 
Dame was missed by officials for 
23 minutes after a fire alarm, it 
emerged last night. 

Although the alarm was triggered at 
6.20pm on Monday, cathedral attend- 
ants failed to spot the fire in the roof 
until another alarm went off 
at 6.43pm. 

It is possible they missed the outbreak 
because the attic area was hemmed in by 
layers of scaffolding. 

But the critical delay will raise questions 
over whether more of the historic struc- 
ture could have been saved. 

Paris public prosecutor Rémy Heitz 
said: ‘There was an initial alarm at 6.20pm, 
followed by a procedure to verify this but 
no fire was found. Then, there was a sec- 
ond alarm at 6.43pm and at that point a 
fire was detected in the structure.’ 

He added: ‘The investigation is going to 
be long and complex.’ 

France’s deputy interior minister Laurent 
Nunez said the Gothic marvel came within 
‘15 to 30 minutes’ of total destruction. Last 
night dozens of workers were being ques- 
tioned by police over what they were doing 


before the fire broke out. 

Some were employees of Le Bras 
Freres -— a company known as the 
‘Cathedral Restorers’ — which had 
won a £5million contract to reno- 
vate the spire at the Paris heritage 
site. Prosecutors will investigate to 
find out if any of the workmen 
should be brought to court for cut- 
ting corners. 

Julien Le Bras, the 32-year-old 
boss of the specialist construction 
company, said 12 employees were 
working on the roof of the cathe- 
dral that day. But he insisted all of 
his staff had left Notre Dame by 
the time the blaze broke out. 

Mr Le Bras, who boasted about 
his firm’s ability to protect historic 
sites when his company won the 
contract to repair the 300ft spire in 
2017, expressed his ‘extreme sad- 
ness’ over the fire. 

During a visit to the cathedral, he

said: ‘All of our colleagues, work- 
men and others will assist the 
enquiry without reserve. Every- 
body will try and shine a light on 
the origin of this drama. Not a sin- 
gle of my employees was on site at 
the time of the fire. The methods 
of the enquiry must be respected.

It’s the job of the investigators to 
work out what happened. 

‘At the moment we’re working 
with architects and civil servants 
to make sure the building is secure. 
We’ll use our expertise to see if risks 
exist, and to plan future work.’ Le 
Bras Freres, which is based near 


the city of Metz in north-east 
France, employs 180 staff and has 
carried out restoration work on at 
least 12 other sites, including the 
Parthenon in Athens. 

The firm also owns Europe Echa- 
faudage, the company responsible 
for the scaffolding at Notre Dame. 
In 2017, the two companies made 
almost £22 million. 

Le Bras Freres, which specialises 
in carpentry and roofing, beat off 
bids from a number of far bigger 
companies to secure contracts for 
work at the cathedral. 

Mr Le Bras suggested there were 
other companies involved in the 
restoration work, but would not 
divulge who they were. 

The relatively young construc- 
tion boss had previously heralded 
his firm’s ‘technical ability 


and competence’ in restoring his- 
toric buildings. 

In a film posted online, Mr Le Bras 
said: ‘We are proud of our work on 
historic buildings. We have the tech- 
nical ability and the competence for 
this work. Our first thought is to 
protect the values of historical 
buildings — it’s in our DNA.’ 

Implying that his company’s res- 
toration work lasts for generations, 
he added: ‘We won’t work with a 
ten-year guarantee - we aim for 
150 years.’ Commenting on Notre 
Dame’s famous Spire, which col- 
lapsed in the blaze, he said: ‘The 
Spire is 105m tall and there is no 
question that we will put any pres- 
sure on it with the scaffolding.’ 

When the Mail visited the compa- 
ny’s headquarters in Jarny, staff 
refused to comment.

A PRIEST who comforted 
the injured victims of the 
Bataclan terror attack has 
emerged as the hero of the 
Notre Dame inferno. 

Jean-Marc Fournier, chap- 
lain of the Paris Fire Brigade, 
risked his life to save the 
Crown of Thorns and the 
Blessed Sacrament from the 
cathedral on Monday night. 

It was feared that the religious 
relics would be destroyed as 
flames engulfed the medieval 
building. But Father Fournier 
insisted on entering the cathe- 
dral with firefighters and 
‘showed no fear at all’. 

The 53-year-old is believed to 
have been part of a ‘human 
chain’ who retrieved the centu- 
ries-old priceless artworks and 
artefacts. An emergency Serv- 
ices source, who did not want to 
be named, said: ‘Father Fournier 
is an absolute hero. 

‘He showed no fear at all as he 
made Straight for the relics 
inside the cathedral, and made 
sure they were saved. He deals 
with life and death every day, 
and shows no fear.’ 

The relics included the Crown 
of Thorns which is said to have 
been placed on the head of Jesus 
before he was crucified.

MPS have demanded action to safeguard 
the Houses of Parliament in the wake of 
the Notre Dame disaster - as it emerged 
60 fires have broken out there over the 
past decade. 

Andrea Leadsom, Leader of the House 
of Commons, said last year that poten- 
tially serious fires broke out in Parlia- 
ment at arate of once every two months. 
Any one of these could have escalated to 
destroy the 160-year-old building. 

Labour MP Chris Bryant said: ‘Parts of 
the Palace are as old as Notre Dame and 
we must make sure that every fire pre- 
caution is taken as the major work goes 
ahead.’ He added: ‘God Knows we’ve had 
enough warnings.’ 

Labour leader Jeremy Corbyn Said: 
‘The state of the building is very poor in 
Westminster and a fire risk is obviously 
huge with a building that has so much 
wood within it.’ 

Cabinet Office minister David Liding- 
ton said: ‘With each year that passes, the 
risk of a catastrophic fire grows.’ 

The original Houses of Parliament 
burned down in 1834, and experts warn

that its magnificent replacement - 
erected in the 1850s - could suffer the 
same fate. One of the fires at Westmin- 
ster was cauSed by an old electrical cable 
and was only detected by chance. A 
source warned: ‘Had it occurred at night 
or at the weekend it is highly likely that 
it would have caused major damage.’ 

In another case, a malfunctioning light 
on an obscure part of the roof caused an 
electrical fire that could have spread 
rapidly, had it not been detected at once. 
Last night a Parliamentary spokesman 
called fire safety a ‘key priority’ - but 
work to make the building safer has been 
repeatedly delayed over cost fears. 

The work is now not expected to take 
place until the mid-2020s. 

The rapid speed at which the fire took 
hold in Paris has also renewed fears for 
many of our historic cathedrals and 
stately homes. 

York Minister was partially destroyed 
by fire in 1984, and Hampton Court was 
damaged two years later. Much of the 
Queen’s favourite residence of Windsor 
Castle was also ravaged by fire in 1992. 

Three years ago, experts warned that 
historic buildings across England are at 
risk of burning down because their own- 
ers are blocking attempts to install 
‘unsightly’ fire prevention methods. 


Hunchback 
climbs to top of 
Amazon charts 


VICTOR Hugo’s The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame has shot to the top of an Amazon 
bestseller list after the blaze. 

The original French language version 
of the 1829 gothic novel became the 
fastest selling book in France. It was 
also a leading bestseller worldwide in 
English in two sub-categories of his- 
torical fiction. 

The Disney animated movie version of 
the story also rocketed into the top 10 
of family films. 

Many critics have argued that the 
cathedral - the ‘majestic and sublime 
edifice’ which Hugo adored - is the 
central character in the novel.

£86.5million from billionaire Fran- 
cois-Henri Pinault, who is married 
to Hollywood star Salma Hayek. 

That was quickly topped by 
£173million from Europe’s richest 
man Bernard Arnault, 70, and his 
luxury goods company LVMH. 

Then cosmetics giant LOreal and 
its founding Bettencourt family 
promised a further £173million. 

French oil firm Total said it 
would contribute £86.5million. 

Paris mayor Anne Hidalgo said 
the city would provide £43million, 
while the government of the 
ereater Paris region pledged 
£8.65million. As thousands poured

in from individual donations to 
other fundraising platforms, blue- 
chip firms including Vinci, Miche- 
lin and BNP Paribas also consider- 
ing how they can help. 

Mr Pinault, 56, is the chairman of 
the Kering group that owns the 
Gucci, Yves Saint Laurent and 
Alexander McQueen fashion 
brands. He is estimated to be 
worth £19.5billion. 

He told of his shock at seeing the 
fire and Said: ‘We need to rebuild 
collectively this part of our history, 
of our culture, so it’s an urgent, 
urgent need to move forward, so I 
decided to unlock a very impor- 
tant amount of money to do that.’ 

Mr Pinault married Miss Hayek, 
52, in Paris on Valentine’s Day 2009 
in Paris.

Kering was founded as a wood 
and building materials company 
in 1963 by Mr Pinault’s father, 
Francois Pinault, 82.

A PLEDGE by Jeremy Corbyn to 
scrap SATs in primary schools was 
met with a standing ovation by 
cheering teachers yesterday — but 
triggered a furious backlash amid 
warnings it would send education 
standards plummeting. 

The Labour leader’s announcement, 
made during the National Education 
Union’s (NEU) conference in Liver- 
pool, promised to abolish the ‘regime 
of extreme pressure testing’ if he wins 
the next election, claiming SATs give 
pupils ‘nightmares’ and harms their 
mental health. 

While it was met with celebratory chants 
of Mr Corbyn’s name during a standing 
ovation, outside the conference the policy 
was branded ‘terrible and retrograde’ that 
would allow failing schools to hide. 

SATs are taken by children aged 11, 
before they leave primary school, in 
numeracy and literacy skills including 
spelling. The tests date back to 1991 and 
the results, which are published by the 
Department for Education, allow the Gov- 





fa SATs are taken in reading, maths, 
writing and grammar, punctua- 
tion and spelling every May by 
11-year-olds at primary school. 

The purpose is to shine a light on 
underperforming schools which are 
failing to meet a minimum ‘floor 
standard’ - where less than 65 per 
cent of pupils meet the expected 
level in reading, writing and maths 
and do not make sufficient progress. 
Schools which often underachieve 
face government intervention. Simi- 
lar papers, taken by seven-year- 
olds, are to be replaced by tests for 
reception-aged children next year.

ABOUR leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn once Said he wanted to 
introduce ‘a kinder, gentler’ 
politics to Britain. Now he 
wants to make our schools

more compassionate, irrespec- 
tive of whether it makes them 


less demanding. 


The centrepiece of his softly-softly 
approach is the abolition of Standard 
Assessment Tests (SATs), which were 
introduced in the 1990s following com- 
plaints that the previous system of indi- 
vidual appraisals by teachers was 
undermining national standards and 
leading to gross inconsistencies. 

But Mr Corbyn, who made his 
announcement at the conference of the 
National Education Union yesterday, 
argues that SATs are unjust and cruel. 

A lifelong radical, he sees discipline in 
schools as a form of oppression and rig- 
orous evaluation of pupils as a barrier 
to creativity. In his speech to union del- 
egates, he promised that Labour’s new 
form of assessment would embrace ‘the 
learning needs of each child, because 


each child is unique’. 


But this is just wishful thinking. I know 
the value of testing in measuring quality 
and driving up levels of achievement. If 


Mr Corbyn’s policy was put into 
practice, it would cause severe 
damage to the life chances of 
huge numbers of primary 
schoolchildren, particularly 
those from disadvantaged 
backgrounds. 

For the truth is that SATs, far 
from serving as an instrument 
of victimisation, are actually a 
vehicle for opportunity, 
progress and improvement in 
schools. Indeed, every argu- 
ment Mr Corbyn makes against 
SATs is wrong-headed. 

He says they are unfair, but 
the very opposite is true as they 
are set by an independent 
organisation, creating a level 
playing field for all pupils, 
regardless of race or privilege. 
SATs see no colour or class, but 
only the test performance. 

But with teacher assessment, 
the position was very different. 
Individual teachers could not 
help but bring their own expec- 
tations of the child to the proc- 


ess, aS was Clearly proved in a 
study carried out in the 1990s 
by the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT), which 
revealed how such aSSseSs- 
ments were riddled with bias. 

Mr Corbyn frequently high- 
lights his commitment to 
equality and diversity, but 
ironically the biggest losers 
from his abolition of SATs will 
be pupils with special educa- 
tional needs and those from 
working-class or ethnic minor- 
ity households. 

With equal irony, the biggest 
winners will be pupils in pri- 
vate schools, where the culture 
of regular testing will continue. 
In fact, this sector partly flour- 
ishes precisely because its 
pupils are so used to being 
stretched. We need to continue 
to match that in state schools. 

Misery is not fuelled in state 
primaries by the SATs regime. 
On the contrary, pupils are 
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emotionally fulfilled when they 
achieve tough goals. A pro- 
found sense of personal satis- 
faction and relief arises from 
scaling the mountains of chal- 
lenge, whereas flat landscapes 
breed a bored complacency. 
Similarly, Mr Corbyn said 
that his alternative will ‘pre- 
pare children for life, not just 
exams’. But in reality, that is 
what SATs do. Most adults’ 
careers are full of tests and 
challenges. Removing tests is 
no preparation for life at all. 


HAT Mr Corbyn fails 
to recognise is why 
SATs were needed in 
the first place. 

For decades before their 
introduction, Britain’s educa- 
tion system was badly letting 
down pupils, partly because 
there were no universal stand- 


just wrong.’ 

Under the Tories, the tests for 
1l-year-olds were made much 
tougher two years ago in a bid to 
raise Standards in numeracy and 
literacy. Teachers complain that it 
means other subjects get squeezed 
out of the curriculum. 

Mr Corbyn said his move would 
reduce workloads for teachers 
because they would not have to 
spend time preparing children for 
tests. ‘We will raise standards by 
freeing up teachers to teach,’ he told 


delegates. ‘Labour trusts teachers. 
You are professionals. You know 
your job. You know your students.’ 
Dr Mary Bousted, NEU joint 
general secretary, welcomed the 
pledge, saying: ‘Jeremy Corbyn 
gets it. He recognises the damage 
that a test-driven system is doing 
to children and schools.’ 
However, Mr Gibb said SATs 
have been ‘part of school life’ for 
30 years and pointed out that even 
New Labour had championed 
them. ‘They have been pivotal in 


raising standards,’ he said. “That’s 
why Labour governments led by 
Tony Blair and Gordon Brown 
supported them. Abolishing these 
tests would be a terrible, retro- 
gerade step. It would enormously 
damage our education system, 
and undo decades of improvement 
in children’s reading and maths. 
‘Under Labour, the government 
would simply give up on ensuring 
all children can read and write.’ 
Mark Lehain, director of cam- 
paign group Parents And Teach- 


ers For Excellence, added: ‘SATs 
are the fairest way of checking 
how pupils have done during pri- 
mary school. It is entirely possible 
that the reforms will end up most 
disadvantaging children already 
dealt a tough hand in life.’ 

Yesterday, a survey by the NEU 
found 83 per cent of teaching staff 
saw arise in children with mental 
health problems in the past two 
years, with many respondents 
blaming the SATs.

Taxpayers deserve to have a 
system that ensures standards 
are being maintained across 
the country. And parents 
deserve to Know what the 
standards are like in the school 
that their child attends.

There 
is, aS Mr Corbyn Says, too 
much ‘teaching to the test’, 
where pupils can be fed a diet 
of past papers in preparation 
for their own exams. And it’s 
true that the demands of SATs, 
with its emphasis on English 
and maths, can encourage 
teachers to spend less time on 
other subjects. But the answer 
is not abolition. 

The real solution is to adopt 
a Spirit of flexibility and inno- 
vation. Blindly removing SATs 
from primary schools is simple 
a recipe for despair and decline.

Millions could get

MILLIONS of Britons may 
be entitled to a £300 repay- 
ment as Mastercard faces 
legal action over rip-off 
fees - which could cost it 
£14billion. 

A claim led by former chief

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financial services ombudsman, 
Walter Merricks, has been 
allowed to go ahead after the 
Court of Appeal yesterday over- 
turned a previous decision 
to block it. 

The claim says around 46million 
UK consumers paid higher prices 
on everything —- from a pair of shoes 
to their weekly shop - due to 
charges imposed on retailers by 
Mastercard for processing credit 
and debit card payments over a 
16-year period. 

Any UK residents over the age of 
16 who made purchases from busi- 
nesses that accepted Mastercard 
between May 1992 and June 2008 
would be automatically included 
in the claim, unless they opt out. 

The legal action, which has been 
supported by consumer group 
Which?, was initially filed at the 
Competition Appeal Tribunal 
(CAT) in London in 2016, but was 


blocked in January last year. That 
ruling was challenged by Mr Mer- 
ricks and yesterday the Court of 
Appeal threw out the tribunal’s 
objections and ordered that the 
CAT should reconsider the case. 
In 2007, legal action was taken 
against Mastercard and others by 
the European Commission in 
response to the high interchange

fees. Mr Merricks said: ‘It is nearly 
12 years since Mastercard was 
clearly told they had broken the law 
by imposing excessive card trans- 
action charges, damaging consum- 
ers over a prolonged period. 

‘As a result we all had to pay 
higher prices in the shops than we 
should have done - while Master- 
card have pocketed the profits. 


Since then they have done nothing 
to apologise, let alone to pay back 
the money they wrongly caused us 
to pay out. It’s now time for Mas- 
tercard to admit the damage they 
did, to apologise to the British 
public, and to agree to pay the 
compensation they owe.’ 

The Court of Appeal said Master- 
card may not appeal to the 
Supreme Court and ordered it to 
pay Mr Merricks’ costs. Boris 
Bronfentrinker, of US law firm 
Quinn Emanuel Urquhart & Sulli- 
van which is supporting the case, 
said: ‘This is a satisfying victory, 
but the focus now shifts to secur- 
ing compensation for the 46million 
UK consumers who lost out as a 
result of Mastercard’s action.’ 

However the finance giant made 
clear it will be launching further 
appeals. Mastercard also said it 
‘continues to disagree fundamen- 
tally with the basis of the claim’.

Williamson yesterday called for 
a review of legal aid, Saying it 
was a ‘Shame’ public money is 
being spent on Shamima Beg- 
um’s fight to return to Britain.

The Home Secretary has made a judg- 
ment, it was a fair judgment, and itis a 
shame public money is going this way.’ 

Asked if legal aid rules should be 
changed, he said: ‘This is something that 
needs to be looked at afresh.’ 

Begum, 19, is living in a refugee camp in 
Syria and is eligible for funding because 
she has no income. 

Her family launched a legal challenge 
on her behalf after the jihadi bride 
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THE youngest woman jailed for a terror 
plot in Britain had her sentence cut by 
two years yesterday after she was com- 
pared to a child grooming gang victim. 
Safaa Boular, 19, spurred on sister 
Rizlaine Boular, 23, and mother Mina Dich, 
45, to hatch a suicide bomb attack after 
she was arrested trying to reach Syria. 
Safaa was just 15 when she was wooed 
by Coventry-born IS fighter Naweed Hus- 
sain, 32, who urged her to launch a kami- 





kaze attack on the British Museum. They 
were due to marry. 

Joel Bennathan, QC, representing Safaa 
at the Court of Appeal yesterday, com- 
pared her to the girls abused by groom- 
ing gangs. He said: ‘She had been 
groomed and radicalised, including sex- 
ual grooming by a man twice her age.’ 

Rizlaine Boular’s appeal was dismissed 
but Safaa Boular’s minimum life sentence 
term was reduced from 13 to 11 years. 
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Appeal: Shamima Begum, whose baby 
died in a Syrian refugee camp 


surfaced at the camp in February 
begging to come home after four 
years with the terror group. 

Mr Williamson’s concern echoes 
that of Foreign Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt, who said the prospect of 
Begum getting legal aid made him 
feel ‘very uncomfortable’. 

But Labour leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn has defended Begum’s right 
to apply for legal aid, saying: ‘She 


is a British national and, there- 
fore, She has that right, like any of 
us do, to apply for legal aid if she 
has a problem.’ 

Begum’s brother-in-law Muham- 
mad Rahman, 36, said: ‘She should 
face the charges against her and if 
she and the family wants that to 
happen in Britain, then I support 
that. I can imagine they are cele- 
brating after hearing legal aid is 


going to be granted.’ He added that 
he was not surprised by reports 
that Begum stitched suicide bomb- 
ers into their explosive vests. 

Mr Rahman said: ‘I’m not sur- 
prised to hear she was more 
involved than we first thought. 
She was in a toxic environment 
full of injustice.’ 

It came aS it was revealed more 
than £400,000 of legal aid was given 


to three child rapists who were 
ringleaders of a grooming gang. 
Basharat Khalig, Saeed Akhtar 
and Naveed Akhtar were jailed for 
more than 57 years at Bradford 
Crown Court in February after 
being convicted of rape and child 
prostitution. Lawyers acting for 
the trio, from Bradford, received 
£425,495 in legal aid from the tax- 
payer —- more than ten times the 


maximum compensation available 
to their two teenage victims. 

Harry Fletcher, director of the 
Victims’ Rights Campaign, said: 
‘It is a Scandal that these child 
abusers were given half a million 
of legal aid, yet the victims received 
less than 10 per cent of that.’

MORE than 4,000 risky 
emergency Caesareans 
could be avoided every 
year if women were 
given an extra ultra- 
sound scan in late preg- 
nancy, a study shows. 

Mothers-to-be typically 
have the scans at eight to 
14 weeks into pregnancy 
and then again between 18 
and 21 weeks. 

Experts say another ultra- 
sound at 36 weeks would help 
spot breech babies - those 
which are the wrong way 
round in the womb. 

They are usually delivered 
by emergency Caesarean, 
which carries a higher risk of 
bleeding for the mother. 

Having an extra scan could 
give doctors time to try to 
turn the baby around, or allow 
a Safer planned Caesarean. 

The researchers, who looked

at late ultrasounds given to 


almost 4,000 first-time moth- 
ers, found one in 40 detected 
a breech baby doctors would 
not have done. If used rou- 
tinely across the UK, they say 
it could detect almost 15,000 
breech babies a year. 

Study co-author Dr Alexan- 
dros Moraitis, of the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, said: ‘These 
scans could be done cheaply 
during a routine midwife’s visit 
with a portable ultrasound. 

‘An additional cost of the 
scan would be cancelled out 
by the saving of detecting a 
breech baby and avoiding an 
emergency Caesarean. 

‘This could be a huge relief 
for the thousands of mothers 
who would know whether their 
baby was breech and have the 
option to try to turn it around 
and have a normal delivery. It 


could also save them the 
extreme stress of having an 
emergency Caesarean for an 
unexpected breech baby.’ 
Doctors currently determine 
if a baby is upside down by 
feeling for its head and body 
through a woman’s abdomen. 
But the study found this 
approach worked only 44 per

cent of the time, missing more 
than half of breech babies. 

Of the 3,879 first-time Eng- 
lish mothers given ultra- 
sounds, 179 had breech 
babies, of which 96 had been 
undetected by doctors. 

The study suggests that an 
additional ultrasound could 
save the lives of seven babies 
a year. Breech babies, which 
are born bottom-first instead 


of head-first, can become 
stuck in the birth canal. 

Researchers, whose study is 
published in PLOS Medicine, 
say the procedure could be 
cost-effective, through sav- 
ings made avoiding unneces- 
sary emergency C-sections. 
MBabies brain-damaged at 
birth through a lack of oxygen 
are being given new hope with 
a MRI scan which improves 
predictions of problems they 
might have later in life. 

Newborns with hypoxic 
ischaemic encephalopathy get 
a Scan after five days which 
can predict severe neurologi- 
cal issues such as cerebral 
palsy but miss more subtle 
potential problems, such as 
impaired school performance.

More than 200 have been arrested — including 
several who travelled more than 100 miles from 
Stroud in Gloucestershire to join the protests. 

Police yesterday failed to move the largely 
middle-class - and often middle-aged -— crowds 
from Waterloo Bridge, which remained shut in 
both directions for a second day. More than 55 
bus routes had to be suspended as a result. 

Business owners Say the protests — also taking 
place at Oxford Circus, Marble Arch, Parlia- 
ment Square and Piccadilly Circus - are ham- 
mering their takings. But Extinction Rebellion, 
the Left-wing campaign group behind the dem- 
onstrations, has said its protests will escalate 
over two weeks if its demands are not met. 

The activists — responsible for a naked pro- 
test in Parliament earlier this month - want 
ministers to set a legally-binding target to 
reduce net carbon emission to zero by 2025. 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan said he was 
‘extremely concerned’ about plans to target

the London Underground. ‘It is absolutely 
crucial to get more people using public trans- 
port, as well as walking and cycling, if we are to 
tackle this climate emergency,’ he said. 

‘Targeting public transport would only dam- 
age the cause of all of us who want to tackle 
climate change ... and I’d implore anyone con- 
sidering doing So to think again.’ 

Last night it emerged that police met mem- 
bers of Extinction Rebellion several times as 
they plotted to ‘shut down London’. 

On Monday, many activists were surprised to 
find police happy for their demonstration to go 
ahead. Despite the protest causing havoc for 
motorists, the first arrests were only made fol- 
lowing vandalism of the headquarters of Shell. 

That evening, officers eventually attempted to 
move protesters to Marble Arch in 





a bid to limit disruption. But the 
activists refused —- prompting waves 
of arrests which continued over- 
night and throughout yesterday. 

A total of 204 protesters were 
arrested on the bridge - mostly for 
public order offences and obstruct- 
ing the highway - but around 400 
remained there last night. 

Some had chained themselves to 
vehicles, while others set up vege- 
tarian food stalls and a creche. The 
crowds cheered and rang bells as 
police carried their compatriots 
away, even goading police by shout- 
ing: “You can’t arrest all of us!’ 

At one point a gaggle of protest- 
ers on Blackfriars Bridge pre- 
vented a defendant being brought 
to the Old Bailey for sentencing 
over a weapons offence. 

Jay Patel, 26, the manager of Mar- 
ble Arch News on Edgware Road, 
said: ‘It’s completely ridiculous, we 
are losing So much money. There’s 


no one here and it’s because no 
buses can come through. The 
police need to do something soon 
as it’s crippling our business.’ 
Almost every activist adopted a 
technique called ‘passive resist- 


ance’, which involves going floppy 
during arrest —- meaning several 
officers are needed to carry them 
into a police van. 

Roger Hallam, one of Extinction 
Rebellion’s founders, said the

Climate ‘bigger problem than Brexit’ 


CLIMATE change is a bigger problem than Brexit 
as ‘it could literally kill us’, Environment Agency 
head Sir James Bevan warned yesterday. 

He said building a ‘broad coalition’ against cli- 
mate change could help heal a divided country. 

In a speech to the Whitehall and Industry Group 
charity, he said: ‘You can worry about Brexit if you 
want, but you’ll be worrying about the wrong 
thing. If you rank the things that could literally kill 
us on a scale of one to ten, Brexit isn’t even a one. 


Climate change is a ten.’ 


Sir James added that there were similarities 


between Brexit and climate change in that the 
timescales of both are ‘uncertain’ and ‘the conse- 
quences highly contested’. 

Sir James, a career diplomat and former High 
Commissioner to India, said the increase in green- 
house gases would lead to rising seas, water 
shortages extreme weather, flooding, coastal 
erosion and droughts’. 

The Environment Agency, which has more than 
11,000 employees, is the government-funded body 


in charge of protecting air, water and soil quality, 


and flood protection.

Showing MPs how to 
get on with the job 


HOW long it seems since Project Fear 
predicted Britain would suffer economic 
apocalypse if it voted to leave the EU! 

While government has screeched to a 
halt, paralysed by Brexit, in the real world 
people are doing an extraordinary job of 
keeping the country ticking along. 

Figures published yesterday require 
trumpeting from the rooftops. Employment 
stands at a record high, joblessness has 
dropped to 3.9 per cent — its lowest level 
since Harold Wilson was prime minister - 
and wages are Still strong. 

Meanwhile, a report reveals the UK has 
become the world’s top investment 
destination for the first time - streaking 
past the US.

An abject assessment 


HEARING the crowd loudly chanting, ‘Oh, 
Jeremy Corbyn’, a passer-by might be 
forgiven for thinking they’d inadvertently 
stumbled upon a gathering of Labour- 
worshipping idealistic students. 

In fact, most Singers were teachers at a 
union conference - fully paid-up members 
of the Left-wing education establishment 
known as ‘the Blob’.

HEN we first 
heard the 
news, it 
wrenched at 
our hearts. 
We all felt we were losing 
something infinitely 
precious and something 
almost personal 


to ourselves. 

As the fire hoses were trained 
on the inferno, men and 
women were running bravely 
in and out of the flaming build- 
ing, Saving here a statue, a reli- 
gious relic, there a painting, a 
precious vestment — each 
separate object in its way a 
symbol of the huge numbers of 
human beings whose creativity 
had made this place. 

Human beings whose 
deepest hopes, imaginative 
dreams and aspirations 
had helped create what is 
perhaps the greatest cathedral 
in the world. 


Passionate 


Notre Dame has been, for all 
of us, an embodiment of Paris 
and its history. Of that city’s 
medieval Catholic past, its 
religious wars, its national 
triumphs and disasters. 

When I try to put into words 
what it was like on Monday 
evening to see the images of 
Notre Dame in flames, it 
seems almost uncanny to 
me now. Because only two 
weeks ago, looking round for 
something to read on a 
holiday, I took it into my head 
to read Victor Hugo’s master- 
piece which most of us know 
as The Hunchback Of Notre 
Dame. Its French title is 
simply, Notre Dame De Paris, 
one of the great works of 
French literature. 

I had never read the book, 
and knew only the 1939 film 
with Charles Laughton as 
Quasimodo the hunchback, 
Obsessed with love for 
Esmerelda and deafened by 
‘the bells, the bells!’ But it 
begins with a great disquisi- 
tion on Gothic architecture 
and what we all owe to it. 

Hugo, who wrote the book 
in 1830, could not have been 
more vivid and passionate 
in his descriptions of Notre 


_ 
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Dame with its flying buttresses 
and towering spires, its high 
arching interiors. He regarded 
its architects as poets who 
had liberated man’s spirit. 

Soaring to the heavens, the 
cathedral was to him the 
greatest expression of collec- 
tive human endeavour and, 
though he was a non-believer, 
of humanity’s faith in God. 

The paradox of Notre Dame 
today — and, indeed, of all the 
great Gothic cathedrals of 
Europe — is that in this 
largely post-Christian age it 
has outlasted its original 
reason for existing. 

And yet that is why it mat- 
ters so much to us, modern, 
confused and agnostic as most 
of us are. 

In times of faith, the cathe- 
dral was divisive. The French 
were tearing themselves 
apart with religious wars — 
Protestant versus Catholic — 
in the 16th century, and they 
tried to abolish Christianity 
with equal zeal during the 
Revolution, demolishing other 
Gothic cathedrals and 
churches while Notre Dame 
thankfully survived. 

But now, in our secular 
world, cathedrals unify us as 
never before. 

Why do these wonderful 
great Gothic edifices of the 
Middle Ages, and Notre Dame 
in particular, have such 
enormous significance in our 
lives? Why do hundreds of 
thousands of visitors each year 
flock to Notre Dame, Chartres, 
Westminster Abbey, Salisbury, 
York Minster, Cologne? 

It is because we recognise 
that the cathedrals of the 
Middle Ages are among the 
greatest — I would Say 
the greatest — works of art 
in Europe. This is partly 
because they are not the work 
of individuals, but of 
whole communities. 

Unlike the symphonies 
of Beethoven or the plays 
of Shakespeare, they are 


anonymous and collective. 
European humanity made 
them over centuries, and 
European humanity has loved 
and adapted and needed them 
ever since they were built. 

It is astonishing to me that 
we use the word ‘medieval’ as 
a term of abuse. We Say, ‘It is 
positively medieval’ to mean 
some practice is brutal, cruel 
or unsophisticated. 

When we use such a phrase, 
we Should look at the archi- 
tecture produced in our own 
age — inhuman tower blocks, 
multi-storey car parks smell- 
ing of urine, ugly shopping 
malls — and ask what we have 
built that comes within a 
million miles of the sophisti- 
cation of Notre Dame. 

And we should then ask 
what that building set out to 
do. Yes, in the narrowest 
terms, Notre Dame Set out to 
be a place of Catholic worship, 
where monks could chant the 
psalms and mutter the mass. 

But a cathedral is making a 
statement about humanity, 
about the centrality of beau- 
ty to human experience and 
about the ultimate, 
awe-inspiring puzzle of 
our existence. 


Cherish 


To these buildings, nations 
have come together in their 
times of great collective 
experience, for the state 
funerals, royal weddings, 
solemn memories of war that 
bind us all together. 

To these buildings, too, 
however, when no ceremonies 
are in progress, millions of 
men and women have come 
quietly for hundreds of years 
with their own secret sorrows, 
joys and hopes. 

And, staring upwards at the 
swooping arches and coloured 
glass and the carved statues of 
kings, virgins, prophets and 
angels, they have confronted 
the deep mystery of the world. 

Lord Salisbury, the great 











Victorian prime minister, 
addressing a group of 
scientists in 1894, said: ‘We 
live in a Small bright oasis 
of knowledge surrounded 
on all sides by a vast 
unexplored region of 
impenetrable mystery.’ 

In our own day, some Sso- 
called born-again atheists 
have ignored this fact. They 
have held out the pathetic 
illusion that every aspect of 
life can be explained in 
materialist terms. 

The huge numbers of people 
who cherish our cathedrals 
know this is not the case, and 
that at the deepest level, while 
retaining all our critical 
faculties and all our powers of 
reason, we need these 
Spaces, and the music and 
light they contain. 

Vivid 

Our hearts cracked when we 
saw Notre Dame burn for 
another reason. It happened 
at a time of miserable 
squabbling over the future of 
Europe. Brexit has made some 
people imagine that Europe is 
a dirty word. 

The truth is that whatever 
we think about Brexit or a 
customs union, or any of the 
esoteric options lying before 
our often-idiotic politicians, 
we are all heirs of a great 
common history. 

So much of our music, our 
philosophy, our idea of right 
and wrong, came to us filtered 
through the Christian story, 
whatever we might make of 
that story now. 

We do not necessarily believe 
in the way our forebears did. 
But this only increases our 
devotion to the Gothic master- 
pieces of the Age of Faith. 

Few houses of faith have 
such a vivid story to tell as 
Notre Dame de Paris. 

The work of rebuilding will 
begin as soon as the rubble is 
cleared. The common deter- 
mination to restore the place 
will be shared not only by the 
people of France, but by all 
Europeans — who, as they 
watch Notre Dame rise again, 
will once again marvel at 
the values and stories and 
human creativity embodied in 
such a temple.

GIVEN his role as the European Parliament’s 
Brexit co-ordinator it’s rare that he says any- 
thing us Britons agree with.

A MIDDLE-AGED woman in a 
devil mask is being hunted by 
police over a Spate of acid attacks 


on cars in a village. 


Six vehicles have been targeted in 
the past 18 months in St Briavels in 
the Forest of Dean, Gloucestershire. 

Locals claim the bizarre attacks are 
the result of ‘ancient feuds’ within the 


1,000-strong community. 


In one incident, the paint on a Renault 
Megane Scenic was stripped back to the 
metal and the car’s windscreen wipers 
and lights melted. Another villager said 
they have CCTV images of the woman, 


wearing a devil mask and black 
curly wig, throwing acid all 
over her Land Rover. 

The mask and wig were later 
found abandoned, and locals 
are now Offering a £2,000 
reward to catch the culprit.

They claim the woman has also 
been posting pornographic 
material through letter boxes 
and cat flaps in the middle of 
the night. 

One theory is that she is a 
disgruntled resident angered 
by a planning dispute - as all 
the victims are members of the 
parish council or on the com- 
mittee of the Assembly Rooms, 
the village hall. 

A villager said: ‘All of the vic- 
tims are upstanding local resi- 
dents, who work tirelessly in a 
voluntary capacity for the good 
of the community and numer- 
ous charitable causes.’ 

The latest victim, music 
teacher John Hurley, was said 
to be ‘the most inoffensive, 
quiet living, kind and consider- 
ate person’ who dedicated 
himself to voluntary work in St 
Briavels. 

Mr Hurley, 73, said his Renault 
had been so badly damaged he 
fears it could be written off. 
The gel-like acid melted the 
plastic wipers and headlamps 
— as well as a plastic spatula he

tried to scrape it off with. He 
added: ‘Luckily I was aware of 
the previous attacks so as soon 
as I saw it I knew Straight away 
what it was.

‘It’s devastating to think 
there are people in our com- 
munity who could do such a 
thing. Police appear to be tak- 
ing it very seriously. They will 
be caught. It’s only a matter 
of time.’

They said: ‘Our home secu- 
rity cameras showed at least 
two people involved in the 
attack on our vehicle. 

‘The pair pulled up in a vehi- 
cle. One was a stout, bald, mid- 
dle-aged man wearing glasses, 
accompanied by a tallish, mid- 
dle-aged woman who was wear- 
ing a devil’s mask, black curly 
wig, a poncho and boots with a 
distinctive thick, white sole, 
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Shock: Attacks have

It is time to say goodbye to handsome 
sadomasochistic American billionaire Christian 
Grey and the demure but captivatingly 
beautiful student Anastasia Steele, his willing 
accomplice throughout five torrid books and 
three terrible films. 

And it’s time to say hello to 50 Shades Of 
Brit, in the form of handsome, sex-mad 
millionaire The Honourable Maxim Trevelyan, 
aka Lord Trevelyan, the 13th Earl of Trevethick, 
a green-eyed hunk with dimples on his bottom 
and a winning way with women. (‘As you wish, 
I growl and thrust inside her’). 

He owns a 30,000 acre Cornish estate and ‘a 
mop of unruly chestnut curls with gold high- 
lights that glint beneath the magnificent 
chandelier in his hallway.’ Not a euphemism, 
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ladies, the author really does mean his lovely 
apartment in London. 

Maxim is the star of The Mister, E.L. James’s 
new novel that takes us from the Chelsea 
Embankment to Cornwall to Albania and even 
— gasp — to Brentford, as the good lord 
pursues his demure but captivatingly beautiful 
Albanian cleaning lady, Alessia Demachi. 

Along the way, James typically leaves no 
cliché unturned (‘I smelled a rat’) nor puckered 
nipple uncovered, although devoted fans of 
E.L. James’s previous oeuvre might be rather 
disappointed. For while there is lots of sex in 
Mister, there are no gags, whips and only one 
Single inventive use of a silken scarf. 

In this attempt to write a straightforward 
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romance, James’ spanking new protagonist is 
no spanker. In fact, there are no elements of 
BDSM (that’s bondage, discipline, sadism 
and masochism to those unfamiliar with her 
genre) at all.

‘Iam cleaner, Mister,’ she says, while he thinks 
‘for a woman dressed in a nylon housecoat, she 
is hot’. Throughout the 30-odd chapters, the 
story switches from her perspective to his. 

As Alessia gets out her Windolene to clean 
the mirrors and drag Henry the Hoover around 
his penthouse, she admires Max’s ‘vivid green 
eyes, eyes the colour of the still, deep waters of 
the Drin on a Summer’s day’. 

Meanwhile, Maxim thinks she looks 
like ‘an angel, possibly the Virgin 
Mary or a nun in blue’. 

She is a secret piano prodigy and 
chess mistress and goes around 
crying ‘Zot!’ a lot. He has already 
written a song for her and goes 
around crying ‘f**k a duck’ a lot. 

Is there much more of this to go? 
Oh God, only the 500 pages. Yet 
like Dame Agatha Christie, E.L. 
James is smart enough to give her 
readers what they want. With Chris- 
tie it was a murder on the first page, 
plus a cavalcade of fruity suspects. 

With James, she returns once 
more to the perennial allure of a 
rich and powerful man falling for a 
beautiful but poor woman. 

For underneath the bondage of 
Fifty Shades lurked a very conven- 
tional romantic narrative. 






NASTASIA was a strong 
and Self-contained young 
woman, but one who Still 
had inner doubts about 
herself and her attractiveness. She 
became a vehicle for the insecurities 
of millions of women who secretly 
harbour fantasies of being swept 
away from their humdrum lives by 
passion — and a wealthy lover. 

In The Mister, the author goes one 
step further, creating a marvellously 
preposterous aristocratic hero 
within her Cinderella in Downton 
Abbey storyline. 

Max may be a millionaire, but he 
doesn’t have a Sexual kink like 
Christian Grey. Bizarrely, we 
discover early on that his favourite 
biscuit is a plain chocolate diges- 
tive. He plays piano and guitar, 
composes scraps of music that 
express the void within his soul. 
He’s also a DJ and a photographer 
who is also in demand as a hot 
model. Of course he is. 

Slender but curvaceous Alessia 
quickly becomes obsessed with his 
eyes, variously described as 
looking like the River Drin (see 
above), with ‘irises a darker green 
around the edge like a fir, while 
towards the dilating pupil they 
are warmer, like a fern in spring’. 

They are also like a forest in 
spring and malachite, gottit? 

The Mister seethes with hints 
that the much mocked authoress 
wants to be taken seriously, as she 
plays with underlying themes of 
economic inequality and the plight 
of undocumented workers trafficked 
in from eastern Europe. 

Fair enough, but the tone is terrible.

LABOUR’S anti-Semitism crisis 
plumbed new depths last night 
after Jeremy Corbyn refused to 
sack one of his biggest allies for 
launching an anti-Zionist tirade. 
Richard Burgon, the shadow justice 
secretary, strenuously denied making 
the offensive comment that ‘Zionism is 
an enemy of peace’ after it was exposed 


by the Mail in 2016. 


But yesterday he was forced to admit he 
had done so after video footage emerged of 
him saying those very words. Nevertheless, 
he failed to apologise - merely saying he 


‘regretted’ using the phrase. 


Jewish groups demanded he be removed 
from his shadow cabinet position and said it 
proved Labour’s claims to be clamping 


down on anti-Semitism were a sham. 

Zionism is the belief that Jews have 
the same right to a national home- 
land as other nations. The term is 
often used as an insult by those who 
deny that Israel has a right to exist. 

Mr Burgon, who would become 
Lord Chancellor if Labour were to 
win power, is one of Mr Corbyn’s key

PHOTOGRAPHS of a Labour 
councillor dressed as Adolf 
Hitler at a fancy dress fund- 
raiser have sparked an inves- 
tigation by the party. 

The pictures of Seve Gomez- 
Aspron, a member of St Hel- 
ens Council, Merseyside, show 
him dressed in a German Army 
uniform with a swastika and 
wearing a fake moustache. 

They were taken at a fancy 
dress fundraising dinner in aid 
of Claire House Hospice, which 
supports seriously and termi- 
nally ill children, in 2009 - 
around three years before he 
was elected. The Labour Party 
confirmed a formal inquiry 
has been launched. 

Mr Gomez-Aspron, 33, who 
represents the Newton-le- 
Willows ward, admitted that 
his outfit - apparently inspired 
by Mel Brooks’s satirical com- 
edy film The Producers - was a 
‘clumsy decision’. He told the 
Liverpool Echo the photo was 
taken in his early twenties, 
before he was a Labour Party 
member or councillor. He 
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‘The enemy of Palestinians is not the 
Jewish people. Ihe enemy... are Zionists, 
and Zionism is the enemy of peace...’ 


Burgon, while there should be 
no question of him remaining in 
the shadow cabinet... This is a 
serious matter and someone 
allegedly making these racially 
inflammatory comments should 
have no place in any mainstream 
political party. This needs to 
be dealt with and not just swept 
under the carpet.’ 

Mike Katz, of the Jewish 
Labour Movement, said: ‘You 
can’t play at being a Lord Chan- 
cellor-in-waiting whilst making 
dog whistle attacks on British 
Jews and their right, through 
Zionism, for national self-deter- 
mination.’ Last night Mr Bur- 
gon said: ‘When it was put to me 
in August 2016 that I had made 
these remarks I did not recall 
doing so and therefore asked for 
the full quotes to be provided to 
me, and asked when and where 
I had said it. 

‘T received no reply... It is now 
clear that I did and I regret

added: ‘I have matured and 
learnt a lot since then, and it 
goes without saying that | 
would not do this now. | know

THE death of a British killer whale 
trainer is now being treated as pos- 
sible murder with her boyfriend a 
suspect, It was revealed yesterday. 

Amy Gerard’s body was found in the 
sea off Puerto de la Cruz, Tenerife, on 
December 4. 

The 28-year-old from Grimsby had been 
reported missing following a night out ata 
pub with her German boyfriend Dennis 
Kissling and other friends on November 30. 


Spanish police have placed Mr Kissling 
under investigation and a court Sspecialis- 


ing in violence against women is handling 


the case. 


Officials have lifted a secrecy order that 
had been imposed on the inquiry into the 
disappearance and death of Miss Gerard, 
who was working at Loro Parque - which 


means Parrot Park - on the out- 
skirts of Puerto de la Cruz. 
Yesterday, an official speaking on 
behalf of the investigating judge 
said: ‘The court has confirmed 
that the investigation has detected

indications of criminality with 
regards to the boyfriend, who has 
been summonsed to give evidence 
in the next few weeks aS a person 
under official investigation over 
his possible involvement in the 
death of Amy. 

‘When the autopsy showed her 
body had signs of violence, the 
judge investigating the case at the 
time passed it over to the Court 
For Violence Against Women.’ 

The statement did not name Mr 
Kissling as the man under investi- 
gation, although he was widely 
described at the time as Miss Ger- 
ard’s boyfriend.

ted going their separate ways 
after leaving the pub. 

University graduate Miss Gerard 
was estranged from her husband 
Ryan Docherty, a personal trainer 
in the UK. Police were told she 
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was not a big drinker and had not 
looked inebriated when she left 
the pub. 

Tenerife Police had appeared to 
rule out a crime, Saying the ‘appar- 
ent circumstances’ leading to her 
death did not seem to have been 
the result of violence. 

Details of the cause of Miss Ger- 
ard’s death have still not been 
released. Yesterday her family did 
not wish to comment. 

They are being helped by the 
Lucie Blackman Trust, a charity 
set up to help British nationals in 
crisis overseas. 

Mr Kissling could not be reached 
for comment. 

He was warned in December he 
would be questioned as an 
‘investigado’ when he appears in 
court, which means he is under 
official investigation. 

If it was felt after a full investiga- 
tion that Mr Kissling should face 
trial, he would not be charged 
until further down the line in the 
legal process, officials said.

A POLICEMAN has been 
seriously injured after he and 
six other officers were sprayed 
with ammonia yesterday.

THE mini heatwave forecast 
for the Easter weekend could 
come with a Sting in the tail in 
the form of a ‘pollen bomb’. 

The sudden arrival of warm 
weather could see trees such as 
oak, birch, ash and plane release 
their pollen all at once. 

Asthma UK is warning the 
country’s 3.3million sufferers to 
take extra precautions ahead of 
the public holiday. 

From today, fine and settled 
conditions are forecast across 
much of Britain as an area of 
high pressure brings warm air up 
from the Mediterranean. 

Temperatures will build up and 
could reach a high of 75F (24C) 
in southern England and Wales 
by Saturday - and 70F (21C) 
being reached further north. 

But it means high levels of pol- 
len are predicted across the 
country. To make matters worse, 
air pollution such as particulates 
from diesel engines is also 
expected to rise, before easterly 
winds disperse it by the end of 
the weekend. 

Asthma UK’s Sonia Munde 
said: ‘A deadly pollen bomh is due

to hit this week, putting people 
with asthma at risk of a poten- 
tially life-threatening attack. 
Trees have been releasing their 
pollen for several weeks, but the 
warm spring weather is going to 
make pollen levels spike. 

‘If you're already getting symp- 
toms, it’s not too late to help 
yourself stay well. Everyone with 
asthma should keep their blue 
reliever inhaler with them at all 
times in case of an emergency.’ 

The warning was echoed by 
Public Health England. Spokes- 
man Karen Exley said: ‘While 
most people will not be affected 
by short-term peaks in ambient 
air pollution, some individuals, 
such as those with existing heart 
or lung conditions, may experi- 
ence increased symptoms. 

‘On occasions where levels are 
high, adults and children with 
lung problems, and adults with 
heart problems, should reduce 
strenuous physical exertion, par- 
ticularly outdoors, particularly if 
they experience symptoms.’ 


New bacon cancer risk 


Now average of just ONE rasher a day 
raises danger of bowel disease by 19%

EVEN moderate amounts 


of ham, bacon and red meat 
are linked to bowel cancer, 
experts warn today. 

Adults who stick to NHS 
euidelines of 70g red and proc- 
essed meat a day Still increase 
their risk of bowel cancer by a 
fifth compared with those who 
eat 21g a day, they said. 

For red meat only, the risk was 
15 per cent higher for those who 
ate 54g per day (about one thick 
Slice of roast beef or one lamb 
chop) on average compared with 
those who had 8g per day, scien- 
tists found. Their research, part- 
funded by Cancer Research UK, 


also said that for processed meat 
only, the risk was 19 per cent 
higher for those who had an aver- 
age of 29g per day (about one 
rasher of bacon or a Slice of ham) 
compared with those who had an 
average of 5g per day. 

The study, published in the 
International Journal of Epidemi- 
ology, examined data from 475,581 
people aged 40 to 69 and followed 
them for an average of 5.7 years. 


During this time, 2,609 people 
developed bowel cancer. 

There was some good news how- 
ever — those with a high intake of 
fibre from bread and breakfast 
cereals lowered their risk of bowel 
cancer by 14 per cent. 

Around one in every 15 men and 
one in every 18 women will develop 
bowel cancer during their lifetime. 
Existing evidence points to an 
increased bowel cancer risk for 


every 50g of processed meat a per- 
son eats per day, but the new 
study found that risk increases at 
just 25g per day. 

Professor Tim Key of Cancer 
Research UK, who co-authored 
the study, said: ‘Our results 
strongly suggest that people who 
eat red and processed meat four 
or more times a week have a 
higher risk of developing bowel 
cancer than those who eat red and 


processed meat less than twice 
a week.’ 

Dr Julie Sharp, Cancer Research 
UK’s head of health information, 
said: ‘This doesn’t necessarily 
mean cutting out red and proc- 
essed meat entirely, but you may 
want to think about simple ways 
to reduce how much you have ... 

‘You could try doing meat-free 
Mondays, looking for recipes using 
fresh chicken and fish, or swap- 
ping meat for pulses like beans 
and lentils in your usual meals.’ 

The Department of Health 
guidelines say that while meat is a 
good source of protein, vitamins 
and minerals, people should cut 
their intake of red and processed 
meat to about 70g per day, which 
is the average daily consumption 
in the UK.

Walsh, an emotional wellbeing co-ordinator 
at Penketh High School in Warrington, 
where Jessica was a pupil, who gave evi- 
dence about the youngster’s social media 
use.

Couple lose £1m fight for damages over ‘grand design’

A COUPLE who blamed a hus- 
band-and-wife team when their 
geprand design dream home 
turned into a £5million ‘disaster’ 
have lost their High Court fight 


for damages. 


Millionaire businessman Stuart 
Russell and his textile designer wife 
Naomi claimed they aimed to spend 
£2million building a bespoke, curved, 
high-end house with ‘a wow factor in 


every space’. 


The couple hoped their four-bedroom 
property in Highgate, north London, 
would be finished in less than a year. 

In the end it took them ten years and 


cost £5million. 


Disputes involving contractors 
brought ‘disarray and disaster’ to their 


scheme, they claimed. 


After the house was finished, they sued 
husband-and-wife project manager and 
quantity surveyor team, Peter and Linda 
Stone, who advised them on the build 


from 2008 to 2012. 

They claimed the Stones’ fail- 
ures and lack of foresight 
‘caused them to spend signifi- 
cantly more on their property’ 
than intended. But Mrs Justice 
Jefford threw out their claim for 
nearly £1million compensation. 

The Stones, from Kensington,

west London, worked on the 
project until 2012, after the 
builders had walked out. 

Mr and Mrs Russell claimed 
the Stones were responsible for 
many problems because they 
had made representations in a 
pre-contract letter that they 
‘could manage everything’. 

But the judge found that, while 
the Stones had been ‘selling 
themselves’ before the Russells 
agreed to use them, they were 
not contracted ‘on a basis that 
would make them liable for any- 
thing that went wrong’. 

The Russells also said that, 
had they been advised by the 
Stones how much their dream

home was going to cost realisti- 
cally, they would have ‘cut their 
cloth accordingly’. 

But the judge dismissed that 
Claim, saying it was ‘wishful 
thinking with the benefit of 
hindsight’ to claim they would 
have paused and revised their 
plans to be less ambitious. 

At trial, Mr Stone, 61, and his 
wife, 62, insisted the Russells 
wasted money and caused 
delays by dithering and agonis- 
ing too much over interior 


details, such as door handles, 
and toilet roll holders. 

But in the witness box Mr Rus- 
sell, 63, said the time he and his 
wife took reaching decisions on 
the interiors of the four-bed- 
room house was justified by the 
unique and ‘complex’ nature of 
the home. 

He told Mrs Justice Jefford: 
‘This is not Some Barratt home.’ 
But the judge found that the 
argument over the household- 
ers’ meticulous design decisions 


was ‘largely a non-issue’. She

The BBC has been lambasted 
for rejecting a bereaved mother’s 
plea to remove him from a 
Radio4 programme. 

Sheila Blanco, whose son Mark died 
in Suspicious circumstances at a 
party attended by Doherty in 2006, 
wrote to the producer of Loose Ends 
saying it would be ‘ethically wrong’ 
to give Doherty a platform to 
promote his new album unless he 





was asked about his actions 
surrounding the death. Her plea fell 
on deaf ears and Doherty appeared 
on the show last Saturday. 

In reply, the programme’s producer, 
Sukey Firth, told her: ‘We understand 
how distressing the events around 
the death of Mark Blanco must be to 
all those who Knew and loved him. 

‘However, no charges have ever 
been brought against Peter Doherty 
in connection with the events and, 
as such, we do not consider it 
inappropriate for him to appear on 
Loose Ends as a musical performer, 
after a successful previous perform- 
ance a few years ago, and to share

new work.’ Mark Blanco, 30, was 
found dying in a street in East Lon- 
don. He passed away in hospital the 
next day from serious head injuries. 

After spending more than £100,000 
on a private investigation, Mrs 
Blanco said CCTV footage suggested 
foul play, with someone deliberately 
dropping Mark’s body off the first- 
floor balcony of the block of flats 
where the party was held. 

Apart from Blanco, there were six 
other people present including 
Doherty. Despite two police 
investigations, no one has been 
charged. A coroner’s inquest 
recorded an open verdict. 

Mrs Blanco tells me: ‘It is despicable 
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that the BBC choose to promote an 
individual who has shown a repre- 
hensible lack of humanity with 
regard to a man’s murder. 

‘What is certain is that he was there 
that night in December 2006 and 
knows what happened.The BBC’s 
decision is particularly ironic because 
the host of Loose Ends, Clive Ander- 
son, iS a criminal barrister. 

‘In a further irony, another BBC 
programme, Newsnight, investigated 
Mark’s death in 2012 and uncovered 
important new evidence pointing to 
foul play. 

‘The BBC is ignoring its own 
journalism.’ 

The BBC declined to comment.

IN A MILESTONE victory for 
Money Mail, a major High Street 
bank has become the first to pledge 
to reunite innocent fraud victims 


with their money. 

We have long campaigned for banks to 
compensate people when they are tricked 
into handing over their savings, and have 
been ignored — until now. 

For TSB this week Said cheated customers 
will always get their cash back — piling 
pressure on other banks to do the same. 

Writing in Money Mail today, TSB executive 
chairman Richard Meddings admits: ‘Fraud 
refund policies just haven’t kept pace with 
the scammers. You don’t have to be frail or 
foolish to fall victim.’ 

Scammers dupe us out of about £1 million 
a day — often by convincing victims they are 
bank employees, telling them their savings 
are in danger and must be moved. 

In all, £354 million was stolen last year in 
these scams, Known as authorised push- 
payment frauds. But until now, banks had 
refused to pay compensation, claiming the 
victims should have been more careful. 

TSB will now only refuse to pay up if 
someone repeatedly ignores safety advice 
and is defrauded again and again. 

Other major lenders, have signed up to a 
voluntary code which will require them to 
refund scam victims from May 28. 

Yet funding for cases where neither the 
bank nor customer is to blame is only 
euaranteed until the end of the year. 

Richard Emery, fraud expert at consultancy 
4Keys International, says: ‘I am delighted a 
bank is taking the reimbursement of scam 
victims seriously. I trust other banks will 
follow suit. TSB has come forward in advance 
of the official reimbursement model which 
other banks could have done. Customers of 
other banks who fall victim to scams between 
now and May 28 would have a very good rea- 
son to be unhappy if they are not refunded.’ 

But what does the landmark move mean 
for you? 


What are TSB’s terms? 


TSB pledges to reimburse all customers 
who innocently fall victim to scams, 
with two exceptions. Those who commit 
the fraud themselves will not 
be refunded. 

Neither will customers who are 
repeatedly tricked after getting 
advice from the bank about how to 
stay safe. This does not apply to 
vulnerable customers and TSB 
says the rule is flexible. 

For example, it may refuse 
to refund customers who fall 
for the same type of scam twice 
unless they are targeted in 
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Victory over bank 
scammers as TSB 


refund all victims 
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Santander, Lloyds Banking Group 
(which includes Halifax and Bank 
of Scotland), Nationwide, Metro 
Bank, and HSBC have all pledged 
to sign up to the voluntary code. 


Which scheme is best? 
RICHARD EMERY says TSB 
seems to cover more situations in 
which customers can fall victim 
to Scams. 

Banks which sign up to the new 
code can refuse to reimburse 
customers who ignore scam 
warnings, whereas TSB may not. 

The code also considers whether 
a customer has tried to protect 
themselves. The banks will decide 
this on a case-by-case basis. 

Also, aS other banks have only 
agreed funding until the end of 
2019, a longer-term solution 
is needed. 

One idea is to pass on a levy to 
customers. Only Nationwide and 
Lloyds have pledged to cover the 
charge themselves. 

Mr Emery says banks have known 
about the code since 2018, and 
TSB has just acted on it, but with 
minimum exclusions. 


How do I prove fraud? 
KEEP hold of any emails and text 
messages. Print off a version for 
your records. Keep the fraudsters’ 
account number and sort code in 
case the bank deletes them. 

If you believe you have become a 
fraud victim, call your bank 
immediately. Insist on speaking to 
the fraud team and tell them to 
contact the receiving bank 
at once. 

Report the crime to Action 
Fraud, the national cybercrime 
reporting service. Without a 
reference number your bank may 
question why you do not want to 
alert law enforcement. Action 
Fraud collects data which allows it 
to identify trends and criminals. 

If your bank decides not to refund 
you, make an official complaint. If 
it still refuses, go to the Financial 
Ombudsman Service. 

The Ombudsman has raised the 
bar on what it considers gross 
negligence due to ever more 
sophisticated frauds. 

This means if you are tricked into 
ceiving away information, such asa 
passcode used to confirm pay- 
ments, it will ask the bank to prove 
you were careless.

Do all victims qualify? 
TSB’s fraud refund guarantee is 
not retrospective — those who fell 
victim to scams before April 14 will 
not be covered. 


Will other banks help? 


CUSTOMERS of other banks 
currently have no right to a refund 
if tricked by a fraudster. Banks 
typically refuse in these instances 
on the grounds they authorised 
the payment or were negligent 


with their banking details — even 
if they had no idea they were 
speaking to criminals. 

Banks recorded 84,624 cases of 
authorised push-payment fraud 
last year, almost double the

number reported in 2017, accord- 
ing to banking trade body 
UK Finance. 

In total, victims lost £354.3 mil- 
lion, a 50 pc rise on 2017.

INNOCENT victims should not pay the 
cost of fraud. 

It’s the stories, not the statistics, that hit 
you; people — normal, law-abiding, 
money-saving people — who have seen 
their life-savings wiped out in an instant. 

Everyone knows fraud is a growing 
problem, but nothing prepares you for the 
devastation it wreaks. 

One of the many cases I’ve come across 
concerned an elderly couple from 
Aberdeen who took a call from a fraudster 
and were conned into thinking there had 
been a security breach on their internet 
banking. The crook asked them to transfer 
their money into a safe account and, justa 
few hours later, he’d swindled them out of 
thousands of pounds. 

We need a hunting mentality when it 
comes to tracking down fraudsters. The

criminals they are 


people behind these crimes are cunning 
and organised. 

Financial fraud needs to be treated like 
the serious crime it is. Banks have a big 
role to play and they are doing some great 
work, but we all need to do more. It’s not 
enough to say that this is a matter for the 
police to sort out. 

That’s why TSB has set up a partnership 
with the Met Police — and is working with 
other local forces across the UK — to bring 
greater support and resources to this 
issue. Education is critical, so we’re 
investing in fraud awareness programmes, 


too. But all of this is irrelevant if you’ve 
already lost money to fraud. 
Increasingly over the past year we’ve 
been repaying money when customers 
have made honest mistakes. But what we 
need now is to go one step further: 
we need a clear policy that protects 


customers and ensures no innocent 
victims are left out of pocket after being 
taken in by a scam. 

Fraudsters are becoming more and more 
sophisticated and are always devising new 
ways to attack customers. So, while we 
continue to invest in fraud-detection meas- 
ures, these are not enough on their own. 

Fraud refund policies just haven't kept 
pace with the scammers. You don’t have to 
be frail or foolish to fall victim. All too 
often, customers must fight to be refunded 
and are treated unsympathetically. 

So, for all these reasons, TSB has become 
the first bank to launch a guarantee that 
any innocent customer who falls victim to 
transactional bank fraud going forward 
will be reimbursed. We are incredibly 
proud of this commitment. 
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MILLIONS of energy customers who 
switched to start-up firms to shield 
themselves from costly bills are now 
paying the price for their leap of faith. 


Small suppliers are crashing out of the market 
at an alarming rate, with 11 firms going bust 
since the start of 2018. 

Exclusive industry analysis reveals that nine 
of these firms together owed customers close to 
£113 million when they collapsed, £26 million of 
which belonged to customers who had already 
switched to a new supplier. 

Yet despite promises that their cash was 
protected and would be refunded by their new 
provider, customers are still waiting for refunds 
months later. 

Meanwhile, Money Mail has been bombarded 
with tales of appalling service from other small 
suppliers still in business. 

Today, after handing a dossier of dozens of 
reader complaints to industry watchdog Ofgem, 
we can reveal the scale of financial havoc and 
emotional distress caused by decades of loose 
regulation of the energy market: 

BH COMPLAINTS to the Energy Ombudsman are 
soaring, with small suppliers now accounting for 
a quarter of all gripes about firms. 

HFIRMS on the brink of collapse are clinging 
on to customers’ credit balances and ignoring 
requests for refunds. 

BEXPERTS predict between five and ten more 
suppliers will cease trading this year. 
BCUSTOMERS are still waiting to get their 
money back six months after their energy firm 
went bust. 

MH SUPPLIERS are sending out nonsensical bills 
and using heavy-handed debt collecting tactics. 
mM DIRE customer service is driving customers 
back to the Big Six suppliers and putting people 
off switching. 


WHY ARE MANY SMALL 
SUPPLIERS GOING BUST? 


A QUARTER of all households now get their 
eas and electricity from a small or medium- 
sized energy company, many of them enticed by 
a flood of cheap deals on comparison websites 
that could be hundreds of pounds cheaper than 
those offered by the Big Six suppliers. 

Even today, the 20 cheapest deals available 
are all with little-known names such as Outfox 
The Market, Utility Point, Lumo Energy, 
Powershop and Avro Energy. 

Despite the loss of 11 Suppliers, there are still 
more than 60 providers to choose from. 

But Mark Todd, co-founder of switching 
service Energyhelpline, says: ‘The rising cost of 
wholesale gas and electricity, the 
ease with which suppliers were 
able to get licences and intense 
competition will cause between 
five and ten more Suppliers to go 
bust this year.’ ; 

In the wake of increasing chaos in 
the energy sector, Ofgem last week 
announced a shake up to its rules 
for start-up suppliers. 

From June, new energy suppliers 
entering the market will have to 
pass tougher checks before they 
are granted a licence. 

Incredibly, new entrants can buy 
a so-called ‘supplier in a box’ 
package from an IT provider 
— giving them all the tools they 
need to begin supplying energy, 
including a licence. 

Acting like middle men, the firms 
sign up customers and buy the gas 
and electricity they need from the 
wholesale markets. 

When the price of wholesale gas 
and electricity rose sharply last 
year, it hit some firms hard. 








Some small suppliers buy power 


on a short-term basis, rather than 
buying it years in advance. If prices 
rise suddenly, but firms have 
offered their customers low, fixed 
tariffs for two years, they may 
struggle to make enough money to 
pay for power and go bust. 
According to analysis of collapsed 
suppliers by one industry insider, 
one tell-tale sign a provider is in 
trouble is increased complaints 
about large credit balances build- 
ing up on customer accounts, and 
long delays in refunding the cash.

PATRICIA LOW, 79, from Suffolk, 
has been waiting for a £147 refund 
since October. 

Patricia used to be a customer of 
Extra Energy before she switched 
to Green Network Energy for a new 
deal.

RETURNING TO

GILLIAN GUY, chief executive of 
charity Citizens Advice, says long 
waiting times for refunds, difficulty 
Switching and debt chasing 
practices when firms fail have 
prompted a large number of calls 
from the public. 

Regulator Ofgem admits that in 
some cases it is taking longer than 
expected for new suppliers to 
refund customers because of delays 
caused by poor record-keeping by 
the failed supplier. 

However, it expects the new 
supplier to work hard to manage 
the transfer and be ready to deal 
with any issues that emerge. 

Frustrated readers have also told 
Money Mail how they are battling 
to get their cash back from small 
suppliers that are still taking on 
new customers. 

Some are so fed up, they are 
starting to desert the minnows for

the so-called Big Six suppliers: 
British Gas, Eon, EDF Energy, 
Npower, Scottish Power and SSE. 

While the number of people 
switching energy suppliers has 
increased in general, 59,134 
customers ditched small and 
medium-sized companies for a Big 
Six firm in February, up from 45,383 
the previous month, figures from 
Energy UK show. 

Martyn James, of complaints site 
Resolver, says: ‘One of the great 
tragedies that has come from the 
spectacularly awful customer 
service from some smaller energy 
providers is it could be putting 
people off switching.’ 

Peter Coombes, 76, from Bourne- 
mouth, says he will never switch to 
a small supplier again. In October 
2017, he moved to Toto Energy 
when a comparison site told him 
he could save £288 a year on his 
combined gas and electricity bill. 

Almost straight away, the com- 
pany upped his combined pay- 
ments from £93 to £140 a month. 

Peter sent in his readings every 
few months, but was frequently 
told, via an automated email, that 
his account could not be found. 

Peter decided to switch to large 
supplier Eon. When he received his 
final bill in November, he found he 
was £382 in credit and was told he 
would receive it in 28 days. 

Having heard nothing from the 
firm by January, he contacted the 
Ombudsman and finally, in March, 
Toto agreed to give him his money 
back and £30 for his troubles. 

He received £412.44 in total and 
closed his account, but forgot to 
cancel his direct debit. A week 
later, Toto took the £412.44 back. 

Peter Says: ‘I called them, gave 
them a piece of my mind, and they 
gave me my money back two days 
later. I would never switch to a 
small supplier again.’ 

A Toto spokesman Says: ‘We are in 
close contact with the Ombudsman 
and in our most recent meeting 
they noted that the rise in 
complaints had been reversed.’ 


NEW RULES FOR 
BETTER SERVICE 


UNDER Ofgem’s new rules, firms 
will have to prove they can provide 
eo0o0d customer Service. This 
includes accurate billing and an 
efficient phone and email service.

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HERE’S always a 
scramble to invest 
at the end of the 
tax year — and 
I’ve never really 


understood it. 

Those who are self-employed or 
receive bonuses might have to 
make a guesstimate of their 
annual income if they invest 
early, but delaying until the last 
minute has always felt like a 
missed opportunity. 

Research suggests delaying 
could have cost investors the 
equivalent of a year’s £20,000 Isa 
allowance over the past decade. 

Using your Isa allowance or 
contributing to a pension in April 
rather than in the following 
March gives your money almost a 
year more to grow. 

You'll also benefit from any 
dividend payments made during 
the tax year. 

A second option is to drip 
money in monthly throughout 
the year thus surfing the highs 
and lows of the stock market. 

Both options allow us to make 
investment decisions at leisure 
rather than being swallowed ina 
last-minute panic. 

Fidelity has put out figures 
showing what would have 
happened to investors using 
their full Isa allowance and track- 
ing the FTSE All Share index 
over the past ten tax years. 

This would mean a total of 
£136,360 was invested as the Isa 
allowance grew from £7,200 to 
£20,000 a year over this period. 

Someone investing their full 
allowance on April 6, the start of 
the tax year, would by last week 
have £199,832. 

Saving monthly, as I often have, 
would have accrued someone 
£192,499 — so not too far behind. 

But the person who invested at 
the end of the tax year, on April 5, 
would have £179,610. So delaying 
until the deadline would have 
cost them £20,000 — they might

as well have built a bonfire witha 
year’s Isa allowance. 

Investing early only gives you 
the potential of a year’s extra 
growth but also means you will 
benefit from any dividends paid 
through the year, which can be 
reinvested to boost your returns. 

Investment platform Interactive 
Investor went a step further 
and checked what would 
have happened over the past 
20 years. It found that the early 
bird investor would have a 
portfolio worth almost £388,000, 
regular monthly investors 
£381,000 and the last-minute 
investors £370,000. 

This takes in the long market 
Slump in the early 2000s and 


the banking crisis — both 
occasions where investing at the 
end of the year should have had a 
marked advantage. 

Significantly Interactive 
Investor Says that 40pc of its Isa 
millionaires were April investors 
compared with 14pc for those 
investing in March. 

Among the non-millionaires, 
21 pc invested in April and 25pc 
in March, with the rest spread 
through the year. 

Moira O’Neill, head of personal 
finance at Interactive Investor 
says: ‘Investing your money 
for as long as possible is typically 
beneficial to your long- 
term wealth. 

‘But if you can’t afford to invest

the whole amount at the start, 
investing regularly is also a good 
option. Investing early in the tax 
year won’t make a you a 
millionaire overnight, but it will 
mean your money is working 
harder for longer — which will 
hopefully mean that you won’t 
have to.’ 

The underlying message is how 
difficult it is for us private 
investors to time the market. 

Unless we have serious concerns 
— and I accept Brexit and trade 
wars are two we must take into 
account — we do better to get in 
and then stick with it. 

Consider these figures from 
Hargreaves Lansdown, the fund 
supermarket. If you had invested 
£10,000 in the FTSE All Share in 
1999 and left it there you would 
have £28,000 today if dividends 
had been invested in buying 
more shares. 

If you had been clever or lucky 
enough to miss the worst ten 
days you would have £51,700. But 
if you sold at the wrong time and 
missed the best ten days you 
would have £15,100. 

The best and worst days tend 
to come in clusters. The stock 
market had seven of its worst ten 
days since 1999 in a two-month 
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spell in autumn 2008 with falls of 
between 5pc and 8pc on each of 
these days. 

But six of the ten best days 
were between September and 
December 2008 with the market 
rising by between 5pc and 9pc 
on each day. 

Even if you’re planning to use a 
cash Isa early investment really 
does make sense. 

If you’re one of those who pays 
tax on savings interest then 
delaying will build up a bill for a 
further year, whereas investing 
now would stop this. 

On a £20,000 fixed-rate cash Isa 
investment at 1.8pc you would 
earn £360 interest this year. 

So investing now could save £72 
tax for a basic-rate payer, £144 
for a higher-rate taxpayer or £162 
if you pay at the additional rate, 
compared with having the money 
in a normal taxed account. 

For our part, Mrs H is saving 
monthly into Lindsell Train 
Global Equity via a Self-invested 
personal pension, while I’ve 
helped a friend stash their money 
in a cash Isa to reduce tax bills. 

As for me: I remain in drip- 
feeding mode while the Brexit 
farce plays itself out.

Time to ditch your big bank Isa 


SAVERS with big High Street banks 
should transfer their Isa cash now to 
get a better deal. 


If you opened an Isa with a major bank in 
previous tax years it is likely that your rate 
has now dropped to as little as 0.2 pc. Even if 
it hasn’t, you could still earn more elsewhere, 
with top rates as high as 1.46 pc. 

This is a difference of £252 interest annually 
if you put in the full £20,000 Isa allowance. 

So if you rushed to open a cash Isa with 
your current account provider before the tax 
year ended, you should now consider switch- 
ing to a better-paying account. 

Savers in Halifax Isa Saver Variable currently 
earn 0.6pc. But once you have been in the 
account for 12 months the bank moves your 
money into its Instant Isa Saver paying a 
miserly 0.2pce. Santander Easy Isa and 
NatWest Cash Isa both pay as little as 0.2 pc 
and Lloyds Cash Isa Saver 0.35 pc. 

Barclays Instant Cash Isa savers fare 
little better with 0.7pc at best, while the

Under taxman rules, you can move cash Isa 
savings built up in previous tax years between 
providers without penalty. You can split them 
between as many as you want, and between 
fixed-rate and easy-access accounts. 

To switch, you just need to pick a new deal 
and ask the bank or building society offering 
it to make the transfer. Do not withdraw the 
cash yourself as you will only be allowed to 
reinvest a maximum £20,000 in this tax year. 

It is up to each bank and building society as 
to whether they accept transfers. 

Unfortunately, many of the best deals often 
don’t, such as Market Harborough BS Easy 
Access Isa at 1.25pce.

Fixed rate

INTEREST rates on short-term 
fixed-rate bonds have fallen to a 
six-month low, according to 
researchers Moneyfacts. 

The average rate on one-year 
bonds is now 1.42pc, and savers 
need to move quickly if they are 
going to grab top rates. 

These rates stay on sale for an 
average 48 days against a previous 
62 days in January. 

One of the latest to cut its rate 
is Shawbrook Bank, which closed 
its one-year fixed-rate bond at 
1.97 pc yesterday and replaced it 
with a new version at a much 
lower 1.65 pc.

A NEW breed of smartphone apps 
could help you build a Savings 
habit without even trying. 


Some work by automatically rounding 
up any payments to the nearest pound 
and stashing away the difference. Others 
analyse your spending habits and suggest 
how much you can afford to save. 

With Britons saving less than ever, 
experts say the apps are an easy way to 
eet started and urge parents to encourage 
children to sign up. But you should avoid 
leaving cash languishing in these 
accounts for too long — they’re unlikely 
to offer the best interest rates. 

Here, Money Mail explains how the 
apps work — and the catches to watch 
out for... 


TANDEM 


SINCE launching in 2014, Tandem has 
amassed more than 500,000 customers. 
It was the first Savings provider to insist 
that you manage your account via a 
mobile phone. 


HOW DOES IT WORK? First, download 
the Tandem app on to your mobile phone 
and link it to your current account using 
Open Banking — a system that allows 
banks and third parties to share your 
financial information securely. 

To do this, you need to enter your online 
banking details. Then, every time you use 
your debit card, your spending will be 
rounded up to the nearest pound. 

The extra will be moved into a flexible 
savings account paying 0.5pc interest 
once a week. You will be notified first to 
give you a chance to change your mind. 
You can withdraw funds at any time. 

Tandem’s Safe to Save feature monitors 
your spending and calculates how much 
extra you can afford to put away each 
month. The maximum it will reeommend 
is 15pc of your income.

THOUSANDS of women 
could be deprived of more 
than £9,000 in retirement 
becauSe of another careless 
oversight with the rise in state 


pension age. 

Campaigners are already calling for 
compensation for women unable to 
prepare for the loss of income after 
the Government increased their state 
pension age from 60 to match men at 
66 in 2020 and then to 67 by 2028. 

Now, Money Mail can reveal how 
hundreds of thousands of women 
could find their private pensions are 
also much worse off due to the change 
to their official retirement age. 

Among those potentially affected 
include workers approaching the end 
of their careers, whose pension fund 
is moved into safer, but less lucrative, 
investments — usually ten to 15 years 
before they expected to retire. 

This is called ‘lifestyling’ and is 
done to Shield their savings after 
years of more risky, but usually much 
more profitable, investment gains. 

However, if your new State retire- 
ment age has now been moved from 
60 up to 67, then that would mean 
your pot could miss out on seven 
years of vital bountiful investment. 

Analysis for Money Mail reveals 
that if an average pension pot of 
£50,000 is ‘lifestyled’ seven years too

early, then the owner could miss out 
on returns of £9,357 over the course 
of retirement — or £327.50 a year. 

Men drawing a pension at 65 and 
women at 60 was the established 
norm for the second half of the 20th 
century. Anyone buying or selling a 
financial product probably assumed 
that this would not change. AS a 
result there are likely to be lots of 
products and contracts based on 
drawing a pension at 60 or 65 that 
could now cause problems. 

Experts are calling for a review of all 
policies written to last until the ages 
of 60 or 65, rather than ‘the state 
pension age’. 

Steve Webb, director of policy at 
Royal London, says: ‘Providers 
Should be ensuring customers are 
not caught in this trap, and savers 
should review their policies to check 
the retirement plans they set out 
years ago reflect the new situation.’ 

The former pensions minister adds: 
‘Thousands of women will have taken 
out private pensions when they 
expected to draw their pensions at 
60. If they and their pension provider 
have not revisited this plan, there isa 
risk that their investments will have 
been switched into a cautious 
‘pre-retirement’ mode up to seven 


Now the taxman cuts 


TAXPAYERS are spending hours 
trying to speak to HM Revenue & 
Customs on the telephone, only to 
be cut off. 

Readers have told Money Mail they 
have found it ‘impossible’ to speak 
to the taxman as the latest figures 
show the department is failing to hit 
its targets for answering calls. 

Many reported being cut off after 
speaking to an automated voice 
system for more than ten minutes. 
The frustration comes as many 
receive penalty notices for late tax 
returns in the new financial year. 

April also sees people flood HMRC 
with queries over new tax codes, 
allowances and changes to the 


system. Taxpayers dialling the 0300 
number — which charges up to 10p 
a minute (landline) or up to 40p 
(mobile) — are being greeted with 
the message: ‘We are very busy 
right now and you might have to 
wait longer to speak to an adviser.’ 
Callers then have to speak to an 
automated voice recording to cate- 
gorise their call. This can take ten 
minutes before the caller is put on 
hold, or told to try later and cut off. 
One self-employed consultant 
spent all of Friday afternoon 
unsuccessfully trying to speak to 
HMRC about a £100 penalty she had 
wrongly received for a late tax 
return that she had filed in Decem- 
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years too soon. This could knock 
thousands off a typical pension pot.’ 

If you are worried your pension pot 
could be ‘lifestyled’ too early, you 
should contact your provider. 

Many ‘bridging’ pensions were also 
promised to pay up until the ages of 
60/65 — and could now end prema- 
turely. These were offered to workers 
retiring before they reached state 
pension age. It would pay you 
the state pension rate until 
you were entitled to 
collect it — meaning 
you could retire early. 

Pensions expert 
Baroness Ros 
Altmann says: “That’s 
not something that 
people have ever 
been warned about. 
It is a forgotten 
consequence of the 
increase to the state 
pension age. 

“You have to live on less 
and you may not have budgeted 
for that. Some people have been left 
high and dry.’ 

The findings come after Money Mail 
revealed last month how thousands 
of people were sold income protec- 
tion policies that will run dry before 
they can collect their state pension. 

The insurance was commonly sold 
to last until state retirement age, but 
now people claiming will see 
payments stop well before they can 
afford to retire, leaving them with a 
devastating shortfall. 

It is understood at least one major 
insurer iS now preparing to warn

ber. She says: ‘It was an automated 
message for ten minutes, and at the 
end they say we are too busy and the 
phone line goes dead. It is a ridicu- 
lous system. They make it incredibly 
difficult to speak to anyone. 

‘T cannot tell you how many hours I 
have wasted on this. People just 
want to pay their tax and be upstand- 
ing members of society, but they 
make it as difficult as possible.’ 

The latest figures from HMRC show 
the average time to answer a call in 
February was six minutes 27 
seconds, but this does not include 
the automated voice system. The 
target time is five minutes.

customers affected by the oversight, 
while industry body the Association 
of British Insurers (ABI) has alerted 
members to the issue. 

Money Mail readers also came for- 
ward to tell their stories of the issue 
described as ‘an absolute scandal’. 

One, aged 51, has been claiming 
£750 a month since 1996 when she 
became too ill to work after develop- 
ing the neurological condition 
ME, contracting meningitis 
and having been born with 
the Ehlers-Danlos syn- 
drome genetic disease. 

But her policy pay- 

ments will end seven 
years before she can 
collect her pension. 

The woman, who asked 
not to be named, says 
her financial adviser did 
not give her the option to 
have the policy run any 

longer than 60. 

She took it out with 

Tunbridge Wells Equitable, which 
is now run by Foresters, and says: 
‘The change of circumstance is not 
ours, it has been forced on us. 

‘Iam going to be missing out on 
more than £70,000 and will spend 
seven years living in poverty as I have 
no private pension or any income 
other than state sickness benefits. 
The worry Keeps me awake at night.’ 

Money Mail has seen two policy 
information booklets that reveal 
those taking out the cover were 
offered protection only until the age 
of 60 if a woman or 65 for men.

April 2018 to February 2019 was five 
minutes 14 seconds — up from four 
minutes 27 seconds when compared 
with the same period a year before.

Studies show that drivers who 
have a black box fitted into their 
car tend to drive more carefully.

telematics policy — and just one in 
20 drivers aged over 55. 

Money Mail research suggests this 
may be because older drivers are 
not aware of this type of insurance. 
Our analysis shows that drivers in 
their late 50s were typically offered 
half as many black box deals as 
drivers in their early 20s. 

This is despite motorists aged 50 
to 64 standing to save an average 
of £484 per year with such a policy, 
according to comparison site 
Comparethemarket. Those aged 65 
to 79 could save £343, and over-80s 
could pocket £145, it adds. 

Martyn Mathews, of LexisNexis, 
says: ‘The vast majority of drivers 
who could gain from the safety 
advantages of telematics and insur- 
ance costs based on how they drive, 
rather than how insurance provid- 

ers think they might drive, are 
missing out.’ 

Experts believe offering more 
elderly drivers black box poli- 
cies could also help put an end 
to unfairly high premiums. 

Earlier this year, Money Mail 
revealed how some octogenar- 
ian drivers were quoted up to 
£3,800 for an annual premium, 
despite driving for six decades 
without a claim. 

Insurers put over-80s into a 
‘high risk’ category, because 
they are Statistically more likely 
to have an accident. 

But as Roger Ramsden, group 
chief executive of telematics 
insurer MyPolicy, says: ‘The 
traditional insurance industry is 
based on putting drivers into 
clusters of risk, but, by its very 
nature, that system means that 
half of those in every group are 
overpaying and the other half 
are underpaying.’ 

Black boxes could overcome 
this problem, as older drivers 
can uSe their driving data to 
prove they are Still safe behind 
the wheel. 

Despite the benefits for all 
drivers, insurers are targeting 
black box policies at younger 
people who may be more willing 
to try out new technology and 
are desperate to lower their sky- 
high premiums. 

But there may be other factors 
putting older drivers off. 

A third of drivers who told 
Comparethemarket they did not 
want a black box were worried 
about having to pay for the 
removal of the box if they 
switched insurers. 

Coverbox charges £60 to 
remove its gadget, while the cost 
to disconnect the device during 
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‘Big Brother’ device 
cut my bill by £250 


WHEN Michelle Seelhoff, 55, 
used a comparison website 
to search for car insurance 
for her Land Rover Free- 
lander, she — like many 
older drivers — was offered 
just one telematics deal. 

But the artist and her hus- 
band, Kevin, 57, who works 
in construction supplies, 
decided to take out the £400 
policy with Coverbox 
because the next cheapest 
deal on offer was around 
£250 more expensive. 

Michelle says: ‘I’m a safe 
driver, so I knew I might be 
able to save money with a 
black box deal. 

‘T didn’t have any concerns 
that the way I drive would 
make my premium go up.’ 

An engineer came to their 
home, near Taunton in 
Somerset, to fit the device 
under the dashboard — a 
process that took around 
30-45 minutes. 

‘It looked exactly the same 
as before. You couldn't see 


your policy with Admiral Little- 
Box is £100 — although there is 
no fee if you choose not to renew 
at the end of your cover. 

And there are extra charges if 
you change your car: Insurethe- 
box charges £90, Admiral £59.50 
and Ingenie between £80 and 
£160, depending on how many 
times you move vehicle. 

Most black box insurance 
companies offer free installation 
and include the cost of the 
device in your first premium. 

But some insurers require you 
to have a minimum premium, 
such as Admiral LittleBox, 


the box at all,’ she says. The 
installation was free, but 
the couple had to pay a 
policy set-up fee of £10 and 
a ‘device management fee’ 
of £120. 

They renewed this year 
and these fees dropped to £5 
and £60, respectively. 

But Michelle says the deal 
was a bargain, even with 
the added costs. ‘As well as 
saving us around £200 a 
year, it also makes you think 
a bit more about how you 
drive,’ she says. 

Michelle doesn’t check her 
driving score online because 
she is confident she drives 
safely at all times, saying 
she is a ‘goody-goody’ about 
sticking to speed limits and 
not braking harshly. 

She adds: ‘Although I joke 
that it’s a bit like Big Brother 
watching you, I think it has 
a positive effect and makes 
you drive more carefully - 
which is a good thing.’

Jail for the Wolves of Wind Street 


A TEAM of call centre scammers who called 
themselves the Wolves of Wind Street have 
been jailed for their shameless operation. 

As Money Mail reported last month, the group 
conned 1,200 elderly victims, whom they referred 
to as ‘pension-rich suckers’, out of £425,000. 

Consumers were told they would get a free 
boiler under a Government scheme that did not 
exist, in return for an upfront fee. 

Company directors, Kyle Lewis, 30, Darren 
Palmer, 42, and David Alford, 33, were each 


jailed for three years and nine months, while 
compliancy manager, Jason Cunliff, 42, was 
jailed for 18 months. 

The court heard the group earned up to £8,000 
a day at its peak, which they spent on drinking 
and partying in the notorious Wind Street 
nightclub area of Swansea. 

The company was about to expand into the 
PPI market and open a new office when Trad- 
ing Standards raided the premises in 2015.

IN SHORT: no, unless you have 
considerable assets elsewhere. 
You and your wife each have an 
inheritance tax (IHT) allowance 
of £325,000. In addition, you have 
a residence allowance of £150,000 
each as long as the property, or 
the money from it, is left to 
direct descendants. So, together, 


your estates being liable to IHT. 

The one issue I will raise is that 
of care fees. If, at some future 
date, you or your wife have to go 
into care and are not Self-fund- 
ing, then the local authority may 
decide that you have deliberately 
deprived yourself of assets in 
order to avoid paying care fees. 

In this case, it could seek to 
recover the money you have 
given away in order to pay for 
your care. However, it can do this 
only if you had a reasonable 
expectation of needing to pay for 
care when you made the gift. 

This is complex, SO you may 
wish to seek legal advice before 
proceeding, either from a lawyer 
or your local Citizens Advice.

Watchdog Ofgem has promised 
to push up Service standards and 
force new firms to pass stricter 
checks before they are allowed to 
take on customers. But it needs to 
move swiftly, before nervous 
households are driven back to the 
pricey Big Six suppliers.

Sharks tanked 


IT IS a relief to learn that a gang 
of cold-calling sharks who conned 
elderly victims out of £425,000 in 
just five months are now off the 
streets — for a while, at least. 

The four scammers, who called 
themselves the ‘Wolves of Wind 
Street’, were jailed on Monday for 
conspiring to defraud, in their 
own, charming words, ‘pension- 
rich suckers’. 

As Money Mail reported recently, 
the group had promised victims 
new boilers in return for an upfront 
fee of £299 or £399 under a govern- 
ment scheme that did not exist. 

The gang, who chose their 
nickname because they spent much 
of their ill-gotten gains wining and 
dining in the notorious Wind Street 
nightclub area of Swansea, South 
Wales, were stopped only after local 
trading standards intervened. 

The trio of company directors 
were each jailed for three years and 
nine months. A fourth member of 









staff was sentenced to 18 months. 
If it were up to me, I’d throw away 
the key.

QU EST ON Nestle is killing 

off Tooty Frooties 
— which other favourite childhood 
sweets have bitten the dust? 


SPANGLES are often cited as Britain’s 
most missed sweet. They were square, 
boiled sweets with a circular depression 
in the middle. They came in a variety of 
fruit-based flavours as well aS some odd 
ones including orangeade, butterscotch 
and liquorice. 

When Spangles were introduced to 
Britain by Mars in 1950, sweets were Still 
on post-war rations. They were a big hit 
because they only needed one point from 
a ration book instead of the two required 
to buy most confectionery. 

The cowboy Hopalong Cassidy (William 
Boyd) advertised Spangles with the 
catchphrase: ‘Hoppy’s favourite sweet.’ 
They later had the slogan: “The sweet way 
to go gay!’ Despite their popularity, 
Spangles were discontinued in 1984. 

A forgotten favourite was Fry’s Five 
Centres. This was a segmented dark 
chocolate bar with five fondant flavours: 
Orange, raspberry, lime, strawberry 
and pineapple. It was produced from 1934 
to 1992. 

Pacers, originally marketed as Opal 
Mints, were chewy spearmint sweets that 
were the sister product to Opal Fruits, 
today’s Starburst. Originally, Pacers were 
white, but green Stripes were later added. 
They disappeared in the mid-Eighties. 

The Texan was a mighty chewy nougat 
and toffee bar. Discontinued in the 
Kighties, it was briefly reintroduced by 
Nestle in 2005 during a wave of 
confectionery related nostalgia. 

I was one of the few people who loved 
Pyramint. This was a chunky triangle of 
chocolate filled with mint-flavoured 
fondant and tasted a bit like a warm mass 
of After Eights.

Bernhardt Kronin. The method did not 
eliminate labour pains, but obliterated 
their memory after birth. 

It was a brief craze in the U.S. when a 
group of wealthy American women went 
to Germany for their deliveries. 

Their subsequent account in McClure’s 
magazine in 1914 ‘evoked more response 
from readers than any other that the 
magazine had ever published’. 

The women established the National 
Twilight Sleep Association (NTSA), an 
influential lobby group connecting 
feminism with access to pain-free child- 
birth. It ran a populist campaign in the 
Press in which it characterised childbirth 
as ‘torture’. 

The medical profession was castigated 
for not embracing the German method. 
When physicians pointed out the 
procedure was risky and could interfere 
with a newborn’s breathing, the NTSA 
complained of their ‘callous indifference’ 
to women in labour. 

Despite its popularity, twilight sleep 
had a number of serious side-effects. It 
could induce ‘excitement, restlessness, 
hallucinations and delirium’ in mothers, 
sometimes leading to self-harm. 

Hospital staff had to strap the women 
to the operating table using a birthing 
jacket, which was disturbingly similar to 
a Straitjacket. 

The twilight sleep movement was short- 
lived. By the start of World War I, German 
ideas were increasingly viewed with 
Suspicion in the U.S. More devastating 
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was the sad case of one of the NTSA’s 
leading lights, Charlotte Carmody. After 
a successful twilight sleep birth in 
Freiburg, she spoke about her experience 
in churches and department stores 
across the U.S. 

Tragically, in 1915 she died during a 
twilight sleep birth in a Brooklyn hospital. 
This high-profile casualty proved the end 
for the procedure in the U.S.

QU EST O What’s the most 


unusual way in 
which a Lotto winner has chosen 
their numbers? 


AMONG the many ways in which people 
choose numbers that they hope will bag 
them the jackpot, surely one of the most 
unusual would be to use the sequence of 
numbers of the previous lottery draw. 

However, mathematically, any sequence 
of numbers has the same chance of being 
drawn as any other. 

The draw in the Bulgarian lottery on 
Sunday, September 6, 2009, resulted in 
no winners matching the numbers 4, 15, 
23, 24, 35 and 42. However, four days later 
on September 10, these numbers were 
drawn once more, though in a different 
order, and 18 people shared the jackpot 
of £84,600 — £4,700 each. 

Lucky Dip tickets allocate the numbers 
randomly and there are complaints when 
there are sequential numbers. 

Consider those people playing the 
American Florida Fantasy 5 lottery, which 
requires you to match five of 36 numbers. 
On Monday, March 21, 2011, the jackpot 
prize of just over $200,000 was shared by 
the 47 ticket holders that had chosen 
14, 15, 16, 17 and 18. 

Though Camelot does not comment in 
any detail on the numbers chosen by 
players of the UK Lotto game, each draw 
sees hundreds of people choosing the 
numbers 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6. 

Given that there are so many lottery 
games across the world and humans are 
excellent at spotting apparently 
meaningful patterns in number 
sequences, these coincidences will 
continue to emerge amid the random 
selections, providing amusement and 
frustration, depending on what numbers 
you choose. Good luck!

RBS braced for 
pay backlash 


ROYAL Bank of Scotland investors 
have been urged to vote down chief 
executive Ross McEwan’s £3.6m 
‘excessive pay packet’. 

Shareholder advisory firm Pirc 
said elements of the award are 
‘inappropriate’, and said he was 
paid 46 times more than the aver- 
age bank employee. 

Ahead of the bank’s annual gen- 
eral meeting next week, it took issue 
with Mr McEwan’s total variable 
pay — at 211.1pc of salary - describ- 
ing it as ‘excessive’, as it is over the 
recommended limit of 200pc. 

Pirc recommends shareholders 
reject the 62.4pc-taxpayer-owned 
bank’s remuneration report. 

The New Zealander’s pay packet 
last year was a £1lm basic salary, a 
£1m fixed share allowance and a 
£1.1m long-term incentive award. 

Pay awards are expected to come 
under close scrutiny over the com- 
ing months. Investor advisory 
groups Glass Lewis and ISS are 
recommending shareholders back 
RBS’s remuneration report. 

McEwan has presided over a 
return to profit at RBS, which in 
February reported its second suc- 
cessive year in the black and 
announced a £1.6bn final dividend, 
resulting in a near £1bn windfall for 
the taxpayer. 


Blackrock in 
bullish mood 


MARKETS could rally sharply amid 
signs of solid growth in the US and 
China, according to the boss of 
investment titan Blackrock. 
Better economic data and a 
pause in interest rate rises create 
‘Goldilocks’ conditions for a 
rebound, Larry Fink said as Black- 
rock reinforced its position as the 
world’s biggest fund manager, 






not hurt Provident Financial’s 
2.4m customers or the 180,000 
who have borrowed from NSF. 

It came as the Provvy launched 
another attack on NSF, branding 
its offer a ‘dreadful deal’. 

In response, NSF blasted the 
Provvy’s management for failing 
customers, incompetence and a 
disregarding shareholders. 

City analysts warned the spat is 
increasingly unedifying, particu- 
larly when the two are arguing 
over the right to lend to some of 
Britain’s most hard-up families. 

David Buik, of trading firm Core 
Spreads, said: ‘Rhetoric like this 
is very counter-productive. In a 
high-risk business, shareholders 
want reassurance that the com- 





pany will be run by responsible 
people who have the support and 
respect of the community.’ 

NSF boss John van Kuffeler ran 
the Provvy for 22 years and has 
pledged to boost profits if his bid 
to seize control succeeds. The 70- 
year-old is going head to head 
with the Provvy’s chief executive, 
61-year-old former investment 
banker Malcolm Le May. 

NSF already has the backing of 
major Provvy shareholders 
Invesco Asset Management, Mar- 
athon Asset Management and 
fund manager Neil Woodford, 
who together have a stake of 
more than 50pc. 

But in its latest broadside, the 
Provvy attacked NSF for account- 


ing errors over a dividend pay- 
ment that broke company law, 
Saying it was a Sign the firm could 
not be trusted. Provvy chairman 
Patrick Snowball said: ‘These 
unlawful distributions are a tell- 
ing indictment of the competency 
of the NSF team. 

‘At this point, there is no new 
revelation about this deal; it is 
still the same dreadful deal that 
it was on day one. It is more of a 
coup d’etat than a hostile takeo- 
ver, Spearheaded by a manage- 
ment team at NSF with a track 
record of value-destructive acqui- 
sitions, and facilitated by power- 
ful shareholders.’

Netflix shares fall despite bumper earnings 





STREAMING giant Netflix posted a 
bumper set of figures last night - but 
warned fewer new subscribers will sign up 
in the coming months. 

The US tech giant, which is behind shows 
such as The Crown (which will soon star 
Olivia Colman, pictured) said it added 
1.74m paid subscribers in its home market 
and 7.86m worldwide — outstripping both its 
own and Wall Street’s estimates. 

Netflix also outperformed in the amount 
of revenue it made in the first quarter - with 
turnover of £3.5bn, up 22pc, beating fore- 
casts of £3.4bn. Its earnings rose 19pc to 
£264m —- also Surpassing estimates. 

More than 25m households that have Net- 
flix accounts have already watched David 
Attenborough show Our Planet, its most 
ambitious documentary project ever, and a 
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documentary about the sham- 


bolic Fyre festival has been 
watched by 20m. But shares fell 
5pc in after-hours trading after it 
said it will add fewer subscribers 
in the second quarter.

Netflix was founded in 1997 by entrepre- 
neurs Reed Hastings and Marc Randolph in 
California. It was originally a postal DVD 
rental service but in 2007 it started offering 
customers the choice to stream films and 
TV shows online. 

The company gained critical acclaim when 
it launched its first self-made TV show, 
House of Cards, in 2013, and now ploughs 
billions into making original content.

THE cyber security chief of a 
controversial Chinese firm 
has accused the US of ‘belit- 
tling national security’ with 
spying claims. 

John Suffolk, a former top 
UK civil servant, says con- 
cerns about Huawei were 
based on trying to thwart 
competition from China. 

He said there was ‘not much 
more’ Huawei could do to 
persuade critics, and called 
on British ministers not to 
ban it from 5G networks. 

Huawei is a major provider 
of telecoms equipment used 
by companies such as BI and 
Vodafone to transmit mobile 
phone and internet data. 

But the US warns the firm’s 
kit could be vulnerable to 
snooping by China, and wants 
European allies to shun it. 

In China yesterday, Suffolk 
said: ‘They’re belittling 
national security. Some peo- 
ple you are never going to 
convince. Whether it Is 
because they believe Huawei 
are terrible people or China 
is a terrible country, you 
don’t know.’ 

The UK is reviewing rules 
which say who telecoms firms 
can source equipment from. 

Suffolk, 61, called on the UK 
to set out security standards, 
rather than banning Huawei. 

He was formerly chief infor- 
mation officer at Whitehall. 
His move to Huawei in 2011 
saw him grilled by officials 
before he took the post.

But Siobhain McDonagh, Labour MP for Mit- 
cham and Morden, says staff could be £500 
worse off per year. 

In a letter she tweeted yesterday, she wrote: 
‘£500+ is a huge amount of money and would 
have a significant impact on their livelihoods. | 
welcome any increase in basic hourly pay but 
this must not be used to disguise a significant cut 
for 3,000 staff.’ 

Employees will be asked to be more flexible 
and breaks would no longer be paid. Asda vice- 
president Anthony Hemmerdinger said: ‘A key 
part of delivering great service is having the 
right colleagues in the right place at the right 
time, which is what this aims to achieve.’ 


G4S revenues rise 
amid takeover talk 


TAKEOVER target G4S posted a jump in first- 
quarter revenue and said it is making good 
progress in a review to split off its cash business. 

Revenue was 4.8pc higher than in the same 
period last year as chief executive Ashley Almanza 
said in a trading update there had been growth ‘in 
all regions and divisions’. 

It came as G48, which runs UK prisons and is 
known for bungling security at the London 2012 
Olympics, is eyed by Canadian rival Garda World, 
which may buy the world’s largest listed security 
firm and has until May 8 to make an offer. 

G4S’s security division, which provides guards 
to major events, grew 4.9pc as it picked up more 
work in Africa and the Americas.

A lot of people are still unaware that if they need social 
care in later life, their assets will be means tested by 
the local authority to help pay for these services. 

This goes back to the Community Care Act 1990. 


If you require social care in later life, the local 
authority will look to use your assets until you get 
down to a lower limit, when the local authority will 
take over the fees. 


There are many myths about how people can protect 
their assets from being used like this. The main one 
being that a parent should simply sign their house 
over to the children now, so it won't be taken into 
consideration for means testing. That’s just not true 
and your local authority will look to see if you've 
‘deliberately deprived’ yourself of an asset by giving 
property away, going back over any period in time. 


Paul King explains how Bloodline Wills from April King 
can help “I leave my half of the house to our children 
but state that they do not inherit my half until both 
myself and my wife die. This way, if my wife needs 
care or remarries after my death then my half is safe 
for our children. My wife does the same in her Will. 


It's important to note that nothing happens while 
myself and my wife are alive and we remain owners 
of our own home.” 


April King do not recommend so called Asset 
Protection Trusts which involve transferring your 
house to your children during your lifetime. This may 
be deemed to be deliberate deprivation and create 
more problems than you're trying to solve.

Mirror Wills are when a couple leave everything to 
each other on the first death, then to the children 
when the second partner dies. But modern family life 
means these type of Wills leave a lot to chance. 


Paul King says: “If | have a Mirror Will leaving 
everything to my wife and she remarries or goes into 
care after my death, then either the new husband 

or the local authority are likely to inherit most, if 

not all, of my estate ahead of our children. Even if 
our children are named in my Mirror Will it is by no 
means certain that they will inherit anything. 


This is because a remarriage would cancel the Will my 
wife had previously made with me and make the new 
husband next-of-kin. This often comes as a big shock 
to my clients who had perhaps thought that all was 

in order and that the family bloodline would one day 
inherit. 


The same is true for thinking that their children 

(our grandchildren) will one day benefit under our 
Mirror Wills. If any of our children should die leaving 
everything to their husband or wife and that son-in- 
law or daughter-in-law should then remarry, then our 
grandchildren would be the ones to lose out under 
the line of inheritance”. 


Paul continues: “These things can be avoided 

by having a Bloodline Will. Under these types of 
specialist Wills from April King your children have 
complete control and access to the inheritance they 
receive from you, but they get added protection from 
the twists and turns of modern family life. 





Maintain control with a 
Lasting Power of Attorney 


The Lasting Power of Attorney is a relatively new 
introduction and is divided into two parts - one that 
deals with finance, while the other deals with health 
and welfare. In many ways it’s similar to a passport; 
a document that's registered now and one which 
can be physically handed to the attorneys should 
the need arise. It allows the attorneys, perhaps the 
children, to deal with banks and pension companies 
etc should their parent become incapacitated, but 
also enables them to deal with matters such as where 
the parent should live and how they receive care. 
Your attorneys, again perhaps your children, must 
legally act in your best interests at all times. You can 
choose a number of attorneys to act, either jointly 
or independently, and April King can advise on the 
various options available to you. 


Having a Lasting Power of Attorney removes the 
burden on children should ill-health happen further 
down the line. It helps a family deal with bank 
accounts and so on during a parent's lifetime and 
ceases on death. Crucially, you have to complete a 
Lasting Power of Attorney while you are still in good 
mental health. 


If someone becomes ill through say, a stroke or 
dementia, this option is lost and the family would 
have to apply for an order from the Court of 
Protection - a drawn out and expensive process. 
It is therefore a good idea for clients to plan ahead 
and remove any future burden from the family. 
The challenge is to avoid waiting until it is too late, 
and to act now instead.

HE moment Virgil 
Hunter saw Amir 
Khan walk into the 
eym carrying his 
own kit bag was 
when the American trainer 
began to believe that his 
British boxer can spring one 


of the ring’s huge upsets. 

Khan is a massive underdog for 
his world welterweight title 
challenge to the esteemed and 
undefeated Terence Crawford here 
at Madison Square Garden on 
Saturday night. 

Hunter believes part of the rea- 
son for a wide disparity in the 
betting odds is that, for a time, 
one of his most gifted fighters lost 
touch with reality. The sight of 
Khan pitching up for training with 
his bag over his shoulder and 
alone, without any of his old entou- 
rage, has altered that perception. 

‘Amir is insanely talented,’ says 
Hunter. ‘But I think he had too 
much too soon. He used to come 
to the gym surrounded by friends 
and distractions. Now he comes 
just with his gear. 

‘If you carry your own bag in this 
game, you are your own person. 
He’s found himself now and we’re 
going into the Garden to win; 
to Surprise one of the top two 
pound-for-pound fighters in the 
world today.’ 

Khan’s reaction to his trainer’s 
assessment is fascinating: ‘Wow, 
did Virgil really just say that as I 
walked in? Well, carrying the bag is 
a symbol.’ 

He acknowledged how some of 
the excesses of a fabulously 
enriched youth provoked public 
criticism — but now he has 
found humility. 

In his maturity, at 32, he takes a 
wry look back at how he became a 
teenage millionaire on the back of 
winning his Olympic silver medal 
in 2004, then quickly found further 
fame and fortune as a two-time 
world champion. 

‘Maybe until five or six years ago 
I was the kid who had everything

very young,’ Says Khan. ‘But now 
I’ve seen a big change in my 
attitude.’ 

The young Khan ran into trouble 
with the police for his high-speed 
driving and he says: ‘Looking back 
I wonder why I did some things. 

‘But I’d signed a big money 
contract at the age of 19. I like cars 
and watches and suddenly I was 
able to afford them. 

‘At such a young age it can get to 
you. I might have come across as 
cocky because I wanted to show 
off how hard I had worked to get

these things. But I got alot of hate 
for that. Hopefully, I’ve changed a 
lot of people’s minds now. 

‘Many who meet me for the first 
time are surprised to find that I’m 
down to earth. That’s come with 
taking charge of my life. 

‘When you have a big team you 
start relying on other people. But 
that’s contrary to going into the 
ring, taking big punches and hav- 
ing to dig deep — all on your own. 

‘I used to leave everything else 
to family and advisers but now I 
control my entire life; take care of

of the moment can stop you 1ook- 
ing ahead, which is the whole key 
in this sport. He didn’t realise he 
hadn’t yet fulfilled himself.’ 

Can that come against 31-year- 
old Crawford, the No2-rated fighter 
in the world who believes himself 
to be even better than the Nol 
pound-for-pounder, Ukrainian 
lightweight Vasyl Lomachenko? 

If Khan is to join the elite ranks 
of the three-time world champions 
it will be despite suffering that 
thunderous knockout by Mexican 
Canelo Alvarez in May 2016, a fight 
Hunter advised against. 

Khan has been rebuilding since 
the folly of moving up two weight 
divisions to middleweight to 
expose his supposedly vulnerable 
chin to one of the most powerful of 
punchers. 

Hunter says: ‘It broke my heart 
to see him lying there. It was a 
major setback that wasn’t neces- 
sary. He was on a roll and could 
have won big fights and won 
more titles at light-welter and 
welterweight. 

‘He tells me now that he didn’t 
really want to fight Canelo but he 
has his pride and didn’t want 
people thinking he was scared. 

‘Even then he was boxing 
brilliantly and winning the fight, 
until he got caught with that huge 
right hand.’ 

Another lesson learned, the hard 
way. One which just might stand 
Khan in good stead against 
Crawford, who has only recently 
come up from light-welter himself 
to add the WBO welterweight belt 
to his impressive collection.

KIDS’ TV RULE 


ILLY VUNIPOLA was 
reprimanded by the RFU 
for flouting guidelines set 
out in his contract which 
warn England ‘role models’ 
to behave on social media as if 


they were on children’s television. 

The England No8, 26, escaped a fine or 
ban for his Instagram post — which 
includes the phrase ‘man was made for 
woman to procreate’. He has issued no 
apology and it is still online with more 
than 8,000 ‘likes’. 

But he was handed a formal warning by 
the RFU, his second such slap-on-the- 
wrist after Saracens handed out a similar 
sanction, a stain which will remain on his 
record for five years and may be brought 
up in any future cases. 

And Sportsmail can reveal details of the 
RFU social media guidelines which 
Vunipola appears to have breached — 
hence why the union had to act. 

This Season’s four-page guide, which has 
been seen by this newspaper, is included 
in all England contracts and signed by 
players each year. 

One of the 35 points advises that 
players should ‘think of every- 
thing you put on social media 
aS being like broadcasting on 
kids’ TV — and remember you 
will be regarded as a role 
model by the public and the 
media whether you like it 
or not’. 

While the guidelines for 
England players in relation to 
their social media activity are due 
to be updated prior to the World 
Cup, Sportsmail understands that the 
management will not impose a blackout 
during the tournament. Members of the 
squad will be urged to take responsibility 
for their public comments while in the Far 
East, but they will not be barred from 
posting messages. 

Aside from that, the key element relating 
to the Vunipola case is a point which reads: 
‘Do not use abusive, indecent or insulting 
words yourself. This includes any inappro- 
priate references to ethnic origin, colour, 
race, nationality, faith or religion, gender, 
sexual orientation or disability. By sharing 
or retweeting anything of this nature, you 
become responsible for its content.’ 

As these are merely guidelines, and not 
hard and fast rules, Vunipola is not in 
breach of his RFU contract but he will

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has signed up to. Indeed, the RFU state- 
ment issued yesterday concluded that 
Vunipola ‘has been reminded of his respon-

Vunipola’s 
ill-advised messages, which he posted on 
Friday morning, were in support of homo- 
phobic Australian full back Israel Folau, 
who Said ‘hell awaits’ gay people.

decision in his favour. 

Not just a Small one, either. It 
was a biggie. So significant, 
perhaps, that when the scrapping 
is done, it might just trace back 
as the key moment if Cardiff pull 
off a great escape and Brighton 
succumb to a great collapse. 

That is because for all the world 
it appeared Brighton should have 
had a penalty at 0-0, 10 minutes 
in.

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Six defeats in their previous seven 
games to score twice. Cardiff had 
scored only nine away goals all 
season and last won a top-flight 
fixture away from home by two 
goals in 1956, when Warnock was 
seven. Fine timing to get it so 
right on a night when defeat 
would have meant near-certain 
relegation. 

Instead, they can see the faint- 
est of gaps between the branches 
and the ball is just about visible in 
the thick rough. They are two 
points down on Brighton, who 
have a game in hand, but that is a 
night-and-day difference from 
eight, as it would have been had 
they lost here. 

‘So many pundits this morning 
said it would be our last game in 








the Premier League but we’re 
alive and kicking,’ said Warnock.

‘When my teams don’t win the 
Champions League, they “fail” all 
the time,’ Guardiola said, eye- 
brows raised. ‘I have to win. The 
chairman asked me to win three 
times in a row. We try to do our 
best and tomorrow we will see. 

‘I know people say I came here to 
win the Champions League. I 
didn’t come here to win the Cham- 
pions League, honestly. Of course 
I want it. I know at Bayern Munich, 
a big club, after three seasons win- 
ning absolutely everything 
(domestically), then the Champi- 
ons League was a big failure. 

‘What can I say? I accept that. I 
have to live with that but it’s nota 
big, big problem, it pushes me to 
be better. A lot of big, big clubs are 
not in the later stages.’ 

The semi-finals of this competi- 
tion are Still largely uncharted 
territory for City. Their only 
appearance was in 2016, months 
before Guardiola arrived, and that 
is partly why the manager objects 
so strongly to questions about 
his record. 

He has described City as ‘teenag- 
ers’ in Europe given their lack of 
experience and knows the cluhb’s 
Supporters are not completely 
engaged because of long-running 
disputes with UEFA. Despite all 
that, there is a realisation that this 
talented squad must now go fur- 
ther. Holding their nerve in big cup 
matches has not always been 
City’s strongest suit. 

‘Vinnie (Kompany) made a good 
point before Crystal Palace that 
these sort of games can bring out 
the best in us,’ said Stones. ‘We 
have to trust ourselves and our 
team-mates that it will bring the 
best out of us and we perform. We 
have to believe.’

F YOU wanted to

Each would portray the discom- 
fort, the embarrassment and 
ultimately the pointlessness of 
this evening from a United point 
of view. If we needed to know 
exactly how far United have fallen 
Since the years when nothing 
scared them, then here was a 
measure of it. 

Maybe, then, it is better to 
focus on Messi’s opening goal. AS 
much as anything that followed, it 
was a goal that shaped and Settled 
this tie.

Philippe Coutinho’s second-half goal 
was equally special, but that served as 
decoration, and there lies the crucial 
difference. Coutinho and Luis Suarez 
carry their own threat, but if Barce- 
lona are to win the Champions League 
for the first time in four years, Messi 
must be at the heart of it. 

If it is to be Liverpool for them in the 
semi-finals this year, the Merseyside 
club should be optimistic.

cannot handle the 
brilliance of Barca 


F there were any 
illusions, Manchester 
United now know how 
far they must travel 
under Ole Gunnar Sol- 
skjaer: the gulf that exists 
between them and the elite 


of the European game. 

A panicked opening two minutes 
aside, this was as comfortable as 
the scoreline suggests, the game 
never in doubt after 20 minutes 
when a horrible mistake by David 
de Gea gifted Lionel Messi his 
second goal of the night. By the 
end, the weakness in this United 
eroup had been heartlessly exposed 
— not just those who might be felt 
lightweight in this company, but 
those who believe they belong. 

Errors from Ashley Young and 
Fred led to goals, but if Real 
Madrid were watching the 
performance of Paul Pogba they 
will not have seen a player who 
looks capable of wresting domes- 
tic superiority from Barcelona. He 
was over-run, without influence 
and on one occasion desperately 
self-indulgent. Yet he is far from 
the only problem. 

When Alexis Sanchez came on to 
a warm reception with 11 minutes 
to go, it was a reminder. The player 
United broke the bank to recruit 
is in essence a Barcelona cast-off. 
Those who are good enough to 
make it at the Nou Camp will not 
be leaving for Old Trafford any time 
soon. Barcelona is the home of the 
best in a way Manchester United 
has not been for Some time now. 

And that showed. 

Messi had not scored at the 
quarter-final stage of this compe- 
tition since April 2013, but he 
made up for it here. As for Philippe 
Coutinho, any thoughts that he 
might regret his move from 
Liverpool were overwhelmingly 
countered. His goal gave the score- 
line the emphasis it deserved. 

Messi played a long crossfield 
ball from deep in his own half to 
Jordi Alba, who found Coutinho. 
He cut towards the centre once 
more and struck a delightful 
curving shot, high and over the 
reach of De Gea. If Barcelona were 
disappointing at Old Trafford, this 
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(Barcelona win 4-0 on aggregate) 


win and the 4-0 aggregate 
outcome are a reminder of the 
standards they continue to Set. 
Standards that United can only 
dream of reaching right now. 

They have a cult figure as 
manager, a grand history and a 
growing mythology that links the 
two, but what they miss is the 
quality setting Barcelona apart. 

Ole may be at the wheel, but he’s 
not steering a high-performance 
vehicle. The idea this could be 
United’s year, as it was for Chelsea 
and their unlikely steward, 
Roberto Di Matteo, in 2012, was 
quickly dispelled. 

Bottom line: they couldn’t live 
with Barcelona after a sprightly 
first two minutes. In that period 
United took their hosts by 
Surprise, hit the bar and fumbled 
a second good opportunity. Had 
either of those chances gone in, 
who knows? 

Yet there is one thing we know 
about visiting Barcelona: take your 
chances because they are going to 
take theirs. So when Marcus 
Rashford broke through after 
35 seconds and instead of a firm 
low finish, chipped and clipped the 
bar of Marc-Andre ter Stegen, 
there were immediate thoughts it 
could be a pivotal moment. 

So too the pass that found Scott 
McTominay in a ridiculous amount 
of space immediately after. The 
ball got trapped under his feet and 
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Giving the game away: Jones looks dumbfounded and De Gea buries his head after allowing Messi 


the danger passed; and with it the 
hopes of Manchester United. 

When Barcelona first scored 
United could content themselves 
with the knowledge the mission 
hadn’t changed: they still needed 
to score twice to progress. 

The second, however, was a killer. 
Now United needed three against 
a team who had not surrendered a 
first leg lead at home in European 
competition since 1984. And there 
was nothing beyond that first two 
minutes that suggested United 
had surprise in them. 

It wasn’t just the errors that led 
to the goals that highlighted the 
difference. In the ninth minute, 
United had the glimmer of a break 
on. The ball fell to Pogba in the 
vicinity of the centre circle, and he 
shot at goal. Would a Barcelona 
player have tried such a stunning 
piece of self-indulgence? 

The ball flew high and harmless, 
over the bar. It wasn’t the action of 





a player thinking of his team — 
and Barcelona are, first and fore- 
most, a team. A very, very good 
team. With one quite extra- 
ordinary individual, obviously. Yet 
Messi never plays as if the event is 
about him, even if his genius often 
makes it so. He does not go it 
alone if a team-mate is better 
placed, he doesn’t always occupy 
position A. And yet, operating asa 
deep lying forward, he is averaging 
better than a goal a game this 
season. Incredible. 

First, before the Messi show, 
United had to Survive a penalty 
call. Fred got a foot in, and in 
doing so sent Ivan Rakitic rolling, 
rolling, rolling, like a ball on a 
downward slope at Augusta 
National but with less assistance 
from gravity. By the time the Croat 
came to rest, referee Felix Brych 
was pointing to the spot. 

At which point VAR did its thing. 
A close-up showed Fred won the 





ball. No penalty. Justice done. Not 
that it mattered — within 10 min- 
utes United were 2-0 down. 

The first goal started with Young 
getting in a tangle that served up 
the ball to Messi. The pair had 
shaken hands as captains before 
the game and one can only hope 
Young made the most of that 
gentle moment. His other engage- 
ments with the player were more 
fraught, to say the least. 

Messi beat Fred and glided past 
Phil Jones, who, with his white 
plaster headband, appeared to 
come pre-injured, probably to save 
time. He shaped to shoot and 
Chris Smalling put his arms 
behind his back to guard against 
handball. He needn’t have both- 
ered; Messi doesn’t hit it close 
enough to obstacles for this to be 
a problem. He curled it sweetly 
out of De Gea’s reach. 

There was nothing the finest 
goalkeeper in the English game 
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to celebrate his second goal 


could do. Sadly, the same could 
not be said of his second goal. 

The blame lies with De Gea, but 
for United, problems began when 
Fred attempted a Cruyff turn 
perilously close to his own penalty 
area. Frankly, Cruyff wouldn’t have 
attempted a Cruyff turn in that 
position — and he was better at 
them than Fred. 

So the ball was lost to Messi, who 
again figuratively left Jones in a 
tapas bar downtown and hit the 
ball low. It should have been easily 
stopped but De Gea made argua- 
bly his biggest error since his first 
season in English football. 

His weakness then was crosses 
and the physicality of the English 
game, but no such excuses here. 
This was a Simple shot and the 
ball squirmed horribly underneath 
his body. He reappeared after half- 
time to find Barcelona’s fans bow- 
ing down in mock admiration. It 
was a sobering night all round.

RE you finding it harder 
than you imagined to 
give up carbs and 
change your diet? Do 
you find you can’t just 
eat one biscuit or square of 
chocolate, but instead you're 
reaching for the packet again 
and again? 

If you really find yourself craving 
sweet or starchy things, and struggle 
to cut down, despite knowing how 
harmful it can be, you might be a sugar 
or carb addict. 

This is not as fanciful as it may sound 
— in my opinion, sugar is a highly 
addictive substance, because when it 
is digested it produces ‘feel good’ 
chemicals in the brain. 

As a doctor, I wondered for years why 
my advice around ‘moderation’ and 
‘cutting back’ to help with weight loss 
seemed so ineffective, even after 
pointing out the serious risks to the 
patient’s health that obesity and 
type 2 diabetes bring. 

Then, one day, I realised some of my 
very obese patients were exhibiting 
Similar behaviour to other people who 
struggle with moderation; such as 
those addicted to drugs or alcohol. 
What if they really could not easily just 
‘cut back’ any more than a person with

an alcohol problem can stop drinking? 


It would make far more sense if 
Obesity was not just the result of 
a dietary choice or greed, but 
instead part of a psychological 
and physical compulsion to eat 
certain foods. 

Around seven years ago, I was 
starting to notice a ‘middle-aged 
spread’ in myself and realised it 
was partly because of a nasty 
snacking habit I had developed. 


I kept biscuits in my desk, and 
I’d munch a few throughout the 
day, particularly in anticipation 
of a stressful patient. 

When I could easily get through 
three, even though I wasn’t 
hungry, I decided to stop. 

I was astonished to find giving 
up biscuits completely took mea 
year. Asking around, I found 


ely 
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patients were having similar 
problems, but not always with 
sweet foods. These days, I find a 
new ‘bread addict’ about every 
two weeks. 

People for whom even the 
thought of giving it up causes 
distress. Of course, if you are a 
lucky person who is addiction- 
free, you may well struggle to 









understand this, but perhaps 
you can see it would help explain 
how for many people obesity is 
not simply a lifestyle choice but 
something more complex.

foods (those with a high glycaemic 
index, a measurement of how rapidly 
they cause sugar to be released into the 
bloodstream) can trigger changes in the 
chemistry of the brain and behaviour 
Similar to other addictions. 


HOW CAN I TELL IF 
I AM ADDICTED? 


THE following, adapted from the Yale 
Food Addiction Scale, is a tool developed 
by Yale University’s Rudd Centre for 
Food Policy And Obesity in 2009 to 
identify those who exhibit addictive 
symptoms with the consumption of 
foods. Consider the following seven 
statements to see how many correctly 
describe your relationship with sugary 
or high-starch carbohydrate foods. 


1. I HAVE cravings or a strong desire for 
the food. 


2.1 SUFFER more cravings and other 
physical symptoms of withdrawal if the 
food is not available. These symptoms 
are relieved by consuming that food. 


3. I EAT the food in larger quantities, or 
for longer than I intended. 


4.I WANT to cut down on my consump- 
tion 8 quit entirely but I find I am not 
able to. 


5. I SPEND a lot of time obtaining or 
planning how to get the food. 


6. I EAT the food consistently despite 
acknowledging that it brings me 
persistent physical or psychological 
problems or other harm arising from it. 


7. I NEED to eat increased amounts of 
the food to get the same desired Satis- 
faction from it. 


If two or more of these statements 
apply to you, then you may have a food 
or carbohydrate addiction. 


WHAT DOIDO NEXT? 


IN MY own case, the ‘biscuit problem’ 
was Solved by a two-pronged attack — 
progressive reduction of the snacking, 
along with transferring to less addictive 
foods; first, plain oat biscuits, then non- 
salted almonds or walnuts. 

If you are struggling with a sugar or 
carbohydrate addiction, the chances 
are that gradually reducing your intake 
just won’t work for you. If So, you may 
want to try a ‘cold turkey’ approach. 

Plan in advance and pick a day to give 
up whatever is your problem food, and 
be prepared for a couple of difficult days 
where you may feel tired and have 
headaches. Be sure to drink plenty of 
water and have a little extra salt with 
your meals during these early days — 
you'll see the medical reasons why this 
tip is so helpful in the Q&A on the last 
page of this supplement. 


HOW CAN I DEAL 
WITH CRAVINGS? 


IF CRAVINGS strike, try snacking on 
full-fat yoghurt with some raspberries 
instead, or a handful of almonds or a 
few squares of 90 per cent dark choco- 
late, which contains very little sugar. 

Food cravings are caused by the 
regions of the brain responsible for 
memory, pleasure and reward, and can 
be complex in origin, in the same way 
that other addictions are. 

An imbalance of hormones such as 
leptin and serotonin can also cause food 
cravings. It is also possible that cravings 
could be triggered by the endorphins 
released after Someone has eaten — 
leading them to want to repeat the 
pleasurable feeling. 

However, cravings may also be 
triggered by emotional issues, 
particularly if the person eats for 
comfort or when distressed. 

Physical cravings are often time- 
limited so if you can distract yourself 
for, Say, 20 to 30 minutes, by going for a 
walk, then the urge to eat something 
will naturally ease after time. Be aware 
of this — and also that the craving will 
pass in time. 

Find other rewards to focus on: a long, 
hot bath, your favourite TV series or a 
chat with a friend. 

After a few weeks it will all be worth it 
and you will start to feel clear-headed 
and more energetic — and perhaps 
lighter on the scales, too! 





THIS dense, nutty brown loaf is 
adapted from Sarah Britton’s 
‘Life-Changing Loaf’ recipe, which she 
developed while she was living in 
Denmark (see her version at 
mynewroots.org).

Q: ’VE done your quiz on how carbs 
affect our bodies and I’m worried 
that I might have type 2 diabetes.

A: PLEASE contact your GP They may 
want to do a few simple blood tests. 


Q: WHAT can | eat for breakfast if 
cereals and toast are off-limits? 


A: TRY full-fat yoghurt with nuts and 
berries; an omelette with cheese; or a 
English breakfast with eggs, bacon, 
mushroom and tomato. 


Q: WHAT about when I’m travelling 
or at work? 


A: BUY slices of meat, cheese or crudi- 
ties. Low-carb bread sandwiches are 
also good, as is a Salad box with meat, 
eges or cheese. I always travel with 
some almonds and a bar of dark choco- 
late for emergencies — the higher the 
percentage of cocoa, the less sugar. 


Q: HOW do I deal with cravings for 
carbohydrates or sugar? 


A: THIS can be so hard! I substituted 
Sugary Snacks with almonds, raspber- 
ries or very dark chocolate. Over time, 
my snacking habit died away. 


Q: WHAT can I have to drink? 


A: WATER (still or sparkling); tea or 
coffee, but avoid lattes as each 100ml 
of milk is equivalent to about a 
teaspoon of sugar. 

You can have alcohol in moderation 
— but stick to spirits such as gin, 
whisky and vodka, which are lower in 
sugar, or red wine. Beer is full of sugar, 
so much so that my son Rob calls it 
‘liquid toast’. 

The UK guidelines advise limiting 
alcohol to 14 units a week, but I would 
drink less than this if you want to lose 
weight. I stick to less than four units a 
week, as alcohol makes me hungry.

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Q: Could I reverse type 2 diabetes 
and other health problems by losing 
weight on another diet plan? 


A: YES. Weight loss, however you 
achieve it, can help type 2 diabetes. 
Studies have shown that, as well as 
low-carb diets, low-calorie diets or 
even bariatric surgery can be effective. 
Exercise is another key way to improve 
your health. Examine the pros and 
cons of each approach with your doc- 
tor, then decide what suits you best. 


Q: YOU say to be careful about eating 
fruit, but surely this is good for you? 


A: IT DEPENDS how much fruit and 
which type. Choose less sugary fruits 
such as berries over more sugary 
tropical fruits, such as a bananas or 
pineapple. Consume whole fruit rather 
than juicing it, which speeds up the 
release of sugar from the fruit. Watch 
out for dried fruit — 100g of raisins 
could be worse in terms of sugar than 
a couple of digestive biscuits. 


Q: HOW long will it take before I see 
a noticeable change in my health? 


A: ON AVERAGE, my type 2 diabetes 
patients lose weight after three weeks 
and are surprised to not feel hungry. 


Q: | AM slim but | eat lots of carbs 
and sugar. Do | also need to follow 
a low-carb diet? 


A: YOU may tolerate a high carb and 
sugar diet — but it’s difficult to be 
certain you are not storing up trouble 
for the future. Twenty per cent of UK 
adults now has a fatty liver, which can 
lead to type 2 diabetes, high blood 
pressure and kidney disease. Most 
have no idea that they have it or that it 
can affect their health.

Q: WON’T eating saturated fat be bad 
for my cholesterol? 


A: GOING low-carb can mean eating a 
diet higher in full-fat dairy, eggs and 
200d fats such as olive oil. 

In the early days, I did worry about 
the effects on cholesterol and the 
risk of cardiovascular disease in 
my patients. 

However, I was surprised to find their 
average cholesterol came down. 

This, together with the improved 
blood pressure and weight loss they 
experienced, could suggest improved 
heart health. 

The saturated fat debate remains 
contentious. But a recent review 
(involving eight studies and 1,600 
participants) concluded: ‘Large 
randomised controlled trials of at least 
six months duration with carbohydrate 
restriction appear superior in 
improving lipid markers [cholesterol 
and other blood fats] when compared 
with low-fat diets.’ 

For anyone with familial 
hypercholesterolemia, a genetic form 
of high cholesterol, or readers 
who worry about cholesterol, speak 
to your GP before embarking on this 
new plan. 


NOTE: Always consult your GP before 
starting a new diet, particularly if 
you take prescribed medication.
